Friends in general, with our Abſent Friend in 
particular, &c. prevail'd upon us, to under-

and Cork. ( 3ly. ) The Book it ſelf puts it | 
out of Queſtion to be his, or don by a perſon

noted, in the very Introduction. Likewiſe in 
( p. 3.) ſpeaks of a Book of W. P's. then 
before him : Theſe Reaſons having induced us 
to conclude him the Authour, we have therefare 
in our folowing Diſcourſe Styled him ſo. = 
We obſerve the Bp. in the Title of his Book 
Applies, Brevity and Modeſty fo bis owe: 
actount, but the blackning Epithets, of Te: 
diouſneſs , Scurrillity , and Unchriſtianity 
to W.P's. Towhich we Anſwer,( 1ſt. ) That 
the By's. Reply us brief we grant ( as we have 
obſerved ) and ſo Brief too, that we ( ſhal 
mot determin, but ) leave it to the Reader to © 
judge, whether it deſerves the Name of a Re- 
ply. But if ſtyling his Reply Brief, and W.P's, 
Defence Tedious, will plead Excuſe for its 
being fo ſhort of. au pra} we allow the Bp. 
bas made an advantage thereby. ( 2ly. ) As 
fo its Modeſty, we will here give a few of the 
many Inſtances we could bring , and let the 
Reader judg, If charging the Quakers, with 
Sleight, Cunning, Crafcineſs, Lying in Wait 
ro deceive, (a Charafer for the worſt of men,) 
as in (p. 1ſt ) If Calling the Teſtimony of 
our Friends, to the Light of Chriſt Feſus with- 
in Men, according to Holy Scriptures, The 
Poiſonous Pill of their Light within, ( Page 
I3. ) Making W,P, a Diffuſer of Poiton, 
( Page 18. 5 Charging the Quakers, ( moſt 
wacharitably ) with.

as to paſs moſt Days in the Week withour 
a Praycr to God.,cither'in Publick Aſſembly 
or Family, ( page 21. ) Suggeſting that

- neſs for Atheiſm, becauſe be ® for a 


Free Goſpel Miniſtry, and pleads againſt a 
Compelled or Forced Maintenance for them, 
( Page 25.) If theſe Expreſſions, with a- 
2" A more 9 the ſame kind, through his 
Reply , (' too tedious to Mention here, ) be 
either Modeſt upon W. P. in particular, or the 
Quakers in general, we are to learn what 
Modeſty means. And if the Bp. ( upon ſecond 
conſideration, ſhall ſtill ) think them ſo, we 
may take leave to tell him, we are no more 
obliged to him for his Modcſty, then to his 
Charity, ( 3ly. ) 4s to W. P's. being 
Scurrilous and Unchriſtian in his Defence ; 
we ſay, If bare charges were to paſs for 
Proofs, he might be thought guilty of both ; 
but if demonſtration be required for Proofs, as 
well as charges, we appeal to the Reader, and 
let him be judg, whether they will not rather 
fall upon the Bp. while we believe, he will 
find no ſuch ſcurrilous and Unchriſtian Treat- 
ment, in W.P's. Defence as are in the Bp's. 
Reply. 

We alſo obſerve, That altho the Bp's. Reply 
is Dated, Cork, March, 21. 1695. at which 
time, ht was wot removed hence, Tet we have

no reaſon aſſigned wherefore it was not Printed 
or made Publick til] Oober, 1699. What 
Reaſons, the Bp. had for delaying its Publi- 
cation, he beſt knows : But this we know, that 
W. P. Jailed for Penſilvania i» September, 


and ſooy after out came the Bp's. Reply. Had 


W. P. continued in England the delay had 
been no blame upon the Bp. but fince the Bp. 
had made ſeveral perſonal Refleitions and 
Charges againſt W.P. which none could Anſwer, 
fo well as himſelf, we think * he ought to have 
Publiſhed his Reply;before W.P's. departure for 
America, ('/ince he had time enough for ſo 
doing ) That ſo W.P. might have appeared 
in his own Vindication, and which he could 
eafily have done,” had the By's, Reply, come 
out in due time : But ſince the Bp. thought not 
fit fo to do, whereby this Rejoynder hath fallen 
tnto the Hands of Perſons, leſs Skilful in the 
Defence of Truth then W.P. ( as we freely 
confeſs it hath, ) and not fo qualified to Treat the 
HE». as\V P. nor perhaps,as the Bp. himſelf migþt 


exprit. The Bp. may be pleaſed, or diſpleaſed 


with himſelf, as he finds occaſion, for depriving 
W.P. of that ſervice, and thereby ( to be 
fare ) himſelf of an Abler Opponent. But tho 
the Bp. ſhould diſlike us for Opponents, yet we 
think he cannot ( at leaſt ought not ) to blame 
us, ( fruce- Reaſon and Fuſtice allows us the 
Priviledge) to appear in our Fuſt Vindication, 
when we find our Principles, as well as. our

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| |ilfriends, - ſo. greatly Abuſed, . Miſrepreſented, 
| and Reflected upon, as we believe will plainly 
appear ( to the Impartial, Reader, ) they are

the Nature of his Charges extorts it from us, 
yet we. hope the. Reader will find, that we have

| tht Moderation towards him, which becomes 
us both as Men and Chriſtians too : But like- 
wiſe as fair Opponents, having defignedly, nei- 

| ther Perverted his Words, nor Miſrepreſented 
bis Sence,ſo far as we underſtood -them;and-whe- 
ther we have thus done on our Parts, or the Bp. 
hath done the.contrarry by. W.:P. is left to the

the Trath and Himſelfgwhanks Mr: P. for 
having Printed both his own Paper aud the 
By's. Teſtimony againſt it at length before his. 
Book ; for the Bp. believes that all ſober and 


| Reaſonable Chrifttans whe ſhall read theſe two 


mer and confider them, will eafily acquit the 


| Bp. from the firſt of Mr. P's. {mputations-in 


his Preface, that he is a may of a mind dif- 
ferent from thoſe, who would have ſtrife a- 
mong Chriſtians abatedgand for diſcouraging 
Controverſies in Religion. | 

Anſw, Evident then it 1s, W. P. was 
careful to ſet the whole matter fairly be- 
fore. his Reader; that: fo he might be able 
rw make the better Judgment, and we wiſh 
the Bp. had as well deſetved thanks from 
WP. fot ſetting down the Defente (rho = 
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at length yet ) in irsdue ſtrength, without 
ſuppreſſing ſo conſiderable a part of ir and 
perverting ſo much of the reſt, as will be 
found he hath done. Next we-are equally 
agrced to refer W. P's. Imputarion- to all 


ſober and reaſonable Chriſtians, believing 


they will not ſo cafily acquit the Bp. as he 
thinks, conſidering he was the only Perſon 
in /reland, who broke out into a Publick 
Teſtimony againſt that Inoffenſive Paper 
called Goſpel Truths, and therein greatly a- 
buſed us, as W. P. hath plainly thewn in 
many Inſtances from Page 22 to 26 of 
his Defence, but ſlipt over by the Bp. with 
faying, Zo Omit things leſs Material ; as if fo 
egregiouſly to abuie and villifie a People, 
as he is there cnarged by I. P. to have 
done, were a lighr matrer with him. And 
fartnec to ſpeak our Sentuments ( after the 
Bp's. way ) Let IV. P's. Defence andthe Bp's. 
Reply be read over and conſidered by all 


Sober and Impartial Cariſtians, and we 


canaot bur believe they will be of our mind, 
for the iakes of tuch,only there was no need 
of this Rejoynder ; that Defence being (as 
we think ) a {ufficient Anfwer of ir 1elf ro 
the moſt material parts of the Bp's. Reply. 
The Bp. proceeds thus. ( ibid 1 ) zhe 
Bp. ſays a peacealle Teſtimony againſt the 


Slight of men, touching whom it-1s queſtionable, 


whether they be Chriſtians or not, and againſt 


their 


their. cunning craftineſs who lye mm wait to 
deceive, is no moving ſtrife or raiſing quarrels 
among Chriſtians. 
' Anſw. As to the peaceablencſs of the Bp's. 
Teſtimony his management therein , doth 
evidentty thew it, and which we leaveto the 
Impartial Reader : Bur if Mifrepceſenting, 
Abuſing,and Calling us no Chriſtians ; if ob- 
truding Principles upon us as ours which we 
utterly diſown and abhor; if drawing Conſe- 
quetices from out Words & Writings, we ne- 
yer thought of, much leſs intended, and for- 
cing thEm upon us, tho we diſclaim them ; 
if curtailing our- Writings, leaving out what 
explained our meaning, and wilfuly over- 
looking our plain Senſe, with much more 
too tedious to' mention, would make it 
queſtionable, wherher we are Chriſtians or 
- nor, the Bp. is in the right : Nay we will 
20 farther with him ; it would nor only be 
queſtionable, bur we had without all perad- 
venture been poſitively made no Chriſtians ; 
| for it hath bcen rhe conſtaat praQice of our 
Adverfaries ( ſince we were a People ; 
thus to deal by us, and amongſt the reſt, we 
cannot excuſe the Bp. from having a ſhare 
in ſore of theſe rhings, which {hall be 
ſhewn in their places. Bur bleſſed be God, 
tis not the Tongues or Pens of all our Ad- 
verfaries in the World, can make us no 
Chriſtians ; for we have not only believed 
D 2 111 
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in the outward coming and appearance of 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt in the Fleſh with his 
Sufferings, Death, ReſurreQion, Aſſention 
and Mediation, bur in humility of Soul and 
ro the praiſe of his Holy Name, we can ſay 
we have witneſſed his ſecond coming in Spi- 
rit, according to his promiſe, John 1 4. 17, 
8r. Chap. 15. 26. and 16. 13. to fit and 
prepare out Souls in order to obtain the - | 
benefit of his outward death and ſufferings 
for us. And thus we are not only Chriſti- 
ans by Notion and Tradition but ſuch in 
reallity, for which we have the evidence in 
our ſelves according to 1 Fohn 5. 10. He 
that believeth on the Son of God hath the 
witneſs in himſelf. And Rom. 8. 16. The 
Spirit it ſelf beareth witneſs with our Spirits, 
that we are the Children of God. Here then 
is the double and agreeing record of true 
Religion, the [ilumination of the holy Ghoſt 
within, agreeing with the Teſtimony of the 
Sctiptures of Truth without, which we 
thall have farther occaſion to ſpeak to. 
Bur here, that we 'may not be miſunder- 
ſtood, we do not mean lo largely of all ſuch 
as ſome may call Quakers, but of ſuch 
whoſe Lives and Converſations influenced 
by the Holy Spirit beſpeak them to be true 
Quakers and therefore true Chriſtians. 

Next as to the Bp's. groſs, ( and to uſchis 
own Words ) ſcurrilous and unchriſtian charge 
0 
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of ſlight, cuning, craftinneſs, lying in watt to 
deceive, which is brought as a confirming 
charge to his Teſtmony, in which he told us 
and tells again ( P..9 ) he did not judge 
us: Weſay as to this charge, we ſhall nor 
at preſent ſay much, (reſerving it to be con- 
fidered with more of the ſame kind ) only 


| tell the Bp. That as we know not how he 
| will reconcile this to modeſty, ſo we hope he 


will not ſay again, he don't judge us, while 
if what he ſays were true ( whether it re- 
ſpect our Principles or our Morals ) we 
think *tis plain he equally judges us ro be the 
worſt and baſeſt of Men ; the Bp. Proceeds, 

(P. 1. ) Mr. P. adds he gavehis Paper to- 


| the Bp. in a private way, at a friendly viſit 


«pon his own defire. This 18 what the Bp. 


| Caled writing in ſuch a way that is hard to 


trow what is meant. If Mr. P. means that either 
be gave the Paper to the Bp. upon the Bp's. 
Defire,or made that Viſit upon the Bp's. Deſire, 
in both Senſes the ſaying is utterly falſe, for 
both the Vifit and the Paper were a Surprize, 
and altogether unexpetted by the Bp. Thus the 
Bp. ( P. 1 and 2. ) Anſw. 1ſt. As to the 
Paper, take the words as they lye in W, P's. 
Preface ( P. x ) which runs thus ( © Given 
* him by me in a Private way at a Fricndly 
* Viſit upon his owndeſirc.) Conſidering the 
Order of the words, we believe any Imparti- - 
al Reader will conclude ta> Bp's. defire was

relative to the Viſit, not the Paper ; bur 
waving that, ſee but about ten lines 
farther and the matter will be palt doubt, 
where IW. P. Speaks. thus, © 7 did Indeed, 
* perceiving bim converſant in our Writings, @ 
* his Charafter moderation , caſually- preſent 
* him with one of theſe Papers. Again, at the 
ehd of the Preface I. P. ſpeaking of the 
Paper fays given him. Now Reader judg 
in the matter, Can any thing be plainer, 
then that the Paper was W. P's. Preſent, 
and not given at the Bp's. Deſire. From 
whence we conclude, that either the Bp's, 
over cager deſire for an advantage againſt 
the Quakers, made him fall into this mil- 
take, or he thought ir might paſs with his 
unwary Reader, as a Confirmation of his - 
tormer Charge, about the Quakers way of 
Writing. But now ſince the Bp. is ſo Cri- 
tical about Words, may not we with more 
reaſon and juſtice return the Charge upon 
himſelf, where he ſays, This is what the Bp. 
called Writing in ſuch a way that us hard to | 
know what is meant, Whereas what the Bp. 
iaid in his 7e/timony before, runs thus, 
Tou have ſuch a way of Writing, and Speating 
that it is very hard, in many matters of Re- 
ligion, to know what you mean ; So that twas 
matters of Religion he then ſpoke of; bur 
thac which he now applics, this way of 
Writing and Speaking to, is not matter of 
| Retigion,

Religion, but a meer circumſtance of I. P's. 
viſiting the Bp. upon the Bp's. Deſire, or 
not ; ſo to pur the belt conftruftion upon 
this miſtake, the Bp. forgot himſelf when 
he ſaid, 7his is what the Bp. called Writing 
in ſuch a way, Sc. But (2dly) Suppoſing we 
ſhould ler it go, as the Bp. would have ir, 
he will ſtill be in no betcer a caſe, for the 
word | this, ] the Bp. makes co intend 
W.P's. Words in his Defence relating to the 
Paper and Viſit, and thoſe words | what } 
and | called ] reſpe&t the time paſt, and re- 
lated to what the Bp. has charged the Qua- 
kers withal in his 7e/fzmony about rheir 
way of Writing, &c. How then, ſay we 
could any Words in the Bp's. Teſtimony 


' be relative to W. P's. Defence, which was 


writ afterwards, and was an Anſwer to that 
Teſtimony. . Thus, Reader, fee how the 
Bp. falls into the fame fault, he would 
have charged upon I. P. and the Qua- 
kers. We had not thus troubled thee, Read- 
er , about Words, bur the Bp. gave the 
occaſion, and we were Willing to ict thee 
ſee, how ready the Bp. is ( amongtt thereſt 
of our Adverſarics ) to charge and condemn 
us without ground, while the fault is in 
themſelves, and yer this 1s lircte to whar 
will appear hereafter in che Bp. Next as 
to the Vitlit, the Bp. devies he defired it, 
and charges I. P. withan uticr fallkoo 
B 4 bu: 
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but he would have done well to have Exhi- 
bited this, with others of his Perſonal 
Charges and Refletions, before W. P. 
' went for America, that ſo he might have 
Anſwered for himſelf ; However, as it hap. 
pens, we can in this Caſe, ſay ſomething 
in the defence of W. P. and muſt fay, 
we believe the Bp. to be forgerful; for 
Amos Strettell of Dublin , being at Cork 
while W. P. was here, and hapning to be 
in company with him and Foſeph Pike, at 
the Houſe of the ſaid Pzke, ata time, when 
G. R. came to vilit W. P. they the faid 
 Strettell and Pike, heard G. BR. fay to 
WW. P. That the Bp. had a great deſire to 
ſee him, and deſired him to bring him to 
his Houſe, to which W. P. agreed, when 
a convenient ſeaſon offered. Thus much the 
ſaid Strettel/ and Pike remembers, and are 
ready to give under their Hands, if deſired ; 
and 'tis belieyed G. R. himſelf cannot for- 
get it, Whom we know, and is known to. 
be a Perſon of that Character and Station,in 
the World, that would ſcorn to forge ſuch 
a Story to W. P. However it accidentally 
hapned G. R. did not accompany him, 
as deſigned, in that Viſit occalioned by 
IW. P's. dining at a Houſe, which lay not 
far from the Bp's. He thence took the 
oportunity of Viſiting the Bp. in com- 


pany with two other Perſons. We _ 
the

the Bp. confeſleth, Ze bad a little Curio- 


fity, which might paſs for a Defire, to ſee 


IF. P. ( whom he jeeringly calls Xing of Pen- 
filkvania ) as he would have been deſirous 
to ſee the Pope, or the Great Turk, or any other 
gow Man of Sin ; This we find he remem- 

ers, and we may be 1o Charitable as to 
believe he forgot the other. To conclude 
this point about the Viſit : If the Bp. 
hath conceived any diſlike againſt W. P. 


_ for puting it in Print, either becauſe ir 


might he a Scandal to the Bp. in regard, 
W. P. is a Quaker, or that he thought 
Wt. P. might thereby raiſe his Credit 
with the World, ( which the Bp. would 
have depreſſed ) we fay if cither of theſe 
be the Caſe, we believe he may be very caſie 
in the matter ; for withour leſſening to the 
Bp. he may know many Perſons of much 
greater note and ſtation in the World then 
he ( 7reland not excepted ) have delired to 
ſe and converſe with W. P. which as we 
don't believe he valued himſelf upon, leſs 
reaſon then had he to value himſelf upon 
the Bp's. deſire, and no other reaſon can 
we ſuppoſe W. P. had for Printing it, 
then to demonſtrate how unſuitable a return 
and courſe treatment the Bp.' gave him 
for his friendly Viſir. As to the Bp's. 
ſuſpition of a deſign in W. P's. giving 
him the Paper, as he tells us (tho'he 

leaves 
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leaves us in the dark as to what the de- 
fign could be.) We Anſwer, *'Twas .need- 
lels thus to tell us now, ſince WJ P. 
has told the detign in his Preface ( which 
was to improve the Bp's. Temper in. Mo- 
deration ) which the Bp. ſhould . have 
diſproved, or told us what - other :defign 
I. P. could have in preſenting him with 
the Paper. 

( 7bid. 2 ) As to the Bp's. Jeers upon 
IW. P. Calling him Xing of PenfiFvania, Re- 
proaching him with a. Spzrz# of Diſcerning, 
and flily Infinuating him among the number 
of Great Men of Sin, we ſhall fay the leſs 
here, in regard we ſhall cake notice thereof 
in another place; And as to his Margin 
Note, given him upon Information , that 
W. P. thould ſay he had a Kingdom of his 
ewn, which was underſtod of Penfitvania. 
What if the Bp's. Informer miſunderſtood 
W. P ; nay, what if the whole Informa- 
tion was faiſe, [ct the Reader judg whether 
ic became the gravity of a Perſon, in the 
Bp's. ſtation thus to jecr upon Information. 
( 1bid. 2 ) Says the Bp. And thus mach 
as to Mr. P's. Preface. 

Anſw. But before we end we mull take 
notice of the Bp's. ſhortneſs ( nor to fay 
unfairneſs ) in not taking notice or an{wer- 
ing what followed in the Preface, which 
lies thus ; © Nor was it writ ( namely Goipel 
I catos 
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* Truths) for an exadt and compleat account of 
* our Belief ; but occaſionaly toprevent the pre- 
© judices,that the attempts of a courſe and ſcur- 
* rilous Penat Dublin 7u/t before might provoke 
© zn ſome againſt us. As to the points touched 
* 4pon in the Golpel Truths. Thus W. P. 
Now Reader, we do not blame the Bp. 
barely for taking no norice of this part, but 
we think it became him, either to have dil. 
proved what WW. P. here ſaid , or not 
zgntinued his Reflections now in his Reply, 
4 the brevity of that Paper, while he had 
not only the above notice, but had alſo 
Robert Barclays Apology, and the Riſe and 
Progreſs of the People called Quakers, which 
fully and clearly vindicates at large ſome 
of thoſe Tenets, he (now again ) cenſures 
as ſhort expreſt in that Paper, as we ſhall 
ſhew in their places. Bur the Bp. proceeds 
thus, 

( Ibid. 2 ) 7he firſt charge in his Book a- 
gainſt the Bp. is, that he aid not prove ſuch 
a Reader as he profeſt himſelf, Mr. P. would 
have had him ſuch a Reader that had rather 
they (hould be in the right then in the wrong ; 
the Bp. never profeſt himſelf ſuch. | 

Anſw. How will the Bp. be able to 
Reconcile this, to the Words, in his 7eſtz- 
mony, Where he ſays in the begining of it, 
Friends, I am ſuch a Reader as tt yeur Paper 


you defire. Vlus in Aniwer to Gofpel Truths,

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People > It is ſaid indeed, he aſcended into 
Heaven, and fitteth on the right hand of God

Chriſtianity teacheth of God ; To which he 
adds, but this had been confeſſing an Article 
of Faith in a way beneath their Light, we lay 

no 
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no more but that, this is a Scoff beneath- 
the gravity which the Bp. pretends to, and 
was.expected from him : Burt we muſt take 
leave to tell him, that by his rejeCting that 
Paper called Goſpel Truths, aud unchriſtian- 
ing us for our ſhortneſs in not expreſſing in 
that Paper all chat Chriſtianity - ceacheth, 
and that is to be. believed concerning God, 
Chriſt, the Holy Ghoſt, and other Articles 
| of Chriſtian Religion, he has given a deep 
wound to the common Creed ( called the 
Apoſtles ) and to all the Creeds in the 
Chriſtian World, and ſtruck a very bold 
ſtroke towards unchriſtianing all Chriſten- 
dom. | | 

\ Bur in this we rhink the Bp. the more to 
be blamed, in as much as when he wric 
this, he declares he had before him a Book - 
_ of W. P's. Entitled, The ſecond part of the 
ſerious Apology for the principles and praitices- 
of the People called Quakers, Printed in the 
Year 1671. in which he might, ( andcould 
ſcarce but ) ſee a more full Confeſſion of 
Faith, concerning the Eſſentials of Religion, 
God, Chriſt, and Holy Spirit : We ſay 
he could hardly miſs ſeeing this, for he took 
( and that moſt falſely, as we have ſhewed 
before, ) a quotation out of that Book 
(in p. 4s, \ and. this Confeſſion which 
we now mention is in page, 149. and the 


pages lye open together, ſo that both _ 
ike 
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alike expoſed to the eye at the ſame time, 
This Confeffion-is in-theſe words, © We do 
* believe in} one only Holy God Almighty, 
_ © who is aneterfral Spirit, the Creator of all 
* things; We would' gladly know whether 
this be' not as full, as expreſs, as compre- 
henftve; as the firſt Article in that which is 
calted the Apoſtles Creed, which ſays only, 
I believe in'God the Father Almighty maker of 
Feaven and Earth. It follows in that Book 
of WW. P's. © And in one Lord Jeſus - Chriſt 
* his only Son and expreſs mage of his ſub- 
* ſtance, who took upon him fleſh, and was 
* ir the: World; and in Life, Do@trine, Mi- 
©racles, Death, Reſurreftion, Aſcention and 
* Mediation ; perfectly did-and does conti- 
*nue todo the'will of God'; to whoſe Holy 
© Life, Power; Mediation and Blood we 
* only aſcribe 'our-Sariftification, Juſtificati- 
© oft; Redemprion: and perfect Salvation : 
Here is a full Confeffion-both to the Divini- 
ty and Manhood of Chriſt, his Birth; Life, 
Dodrine; Miractes,: Death,' Reſurrection, 
Aſcention; and- ( which the common Creed 
mentions not?) his Mediation.” 'Then for 
the Holy "Spirit ; whereas the Creed has on- 
ly, 7 believe in the Holy Ghoſt, W. P's." Con- 
feſſion is- more full in theſe words, © And we 
© believe in'one Holy Spirit; that proceeds 
* and breaths from the Father and the Son 
© as the life and virtue of botty the a7 
an 


_ 


and the Son, a meaſure of Which is given 
©ta all to profit with, and he that has one 
' has all, for theſe three are one, who is the 
* Alpha, and Omega, the firſt, and laſt God 
* over all, bleſled for ever, Amen. This we 
ſuppoſe the Bp. will acknowledge ro be a 
more. full and plain Confeſſion then thae 
which is in the Common Creed. ( called 
the Apoſtles ) with reſpe& ro the proceed- 
ing of the Holy. Spirit, from the Father and 
the.Son, not touched in thar, beſides what 
is faid.in this, concerning the great miſtery: 
of the God-head, | one in three and three in 
one ] commonly expreſt by the word ( 7ri- 
ity) of which that Creed ( called the 
Apoltles ) is wholly filent. Now ſince the 
Bp. acknowledges he had that. Book of 
I. P's. then before him, out of which we: 
have recitcd this Confeſſion, which in many: 
material parts is ſo much fuller and larger,. 
then thar the Bp. directs to, how unfair and: 
how diſingenious ; how uncharitable is the: 
Bp. towards W. P. and us, to cenſure .and- 
unchriſtian us for a prerended ſhortneſs. in 
the wording of ſome of our Principles ; and- 
that too after W. P. had told him in rhe: 
Preface to his Defence, that that Paper, 
which he gave the Bp. was not writ for an' 
_ exact and compleat account of our Belief; 
and in the Defence. page. 25. to 28. had 
declared, that te believe in God is to be- 

lieys 
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keve him; 'Oinhiporerit;: 'Omnniſcicnt, FI 
Omnipreſenr ; and thar-in believing in Chtiſt 
aa propitiatiot in orderto remiſſion of Sits 
and- juſtification” of Signers' from the guilt 
of Sin, was included not-only believing in 
God, Chriſt, and the Holy Spiric, -bur- a 
belief of Heaven, Hell, Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments, and- conſequent! y. the Reſurrection 
of the Juſt and” Unjuſt ; this one would 
think had been cavigh to have ſatisfied'the 
Bp. or any one-elfe, that had not a mitidto 
miſrepreſent or cavil, which it may be fear- 
ed the Bp. has. 

" As to whar the Bp. faith (P. 4.) Agreat 
Man has told us of the Gentile world and theiy 
belief in multiplicity of Goals, &c. It nothing 
concerns us, we are not accountable” for 
rheir, but our own, belief,” and had W. P. 
been to preſent ſome heathen Pontift with 
our-Confeſſion of Faith concerning God and 
his Attributes, no doubt he would have 
been more explicit and large, ' then whar is 
contained, not only in the Paper called 
Goſpel 7; raths, bur even in'that Creed called 
the Apoſtles : But while he intended rhat 
Paper for profeſſed Chriſtians, he thought 
what was delivered therein coticerning God, 
ſufficient to fatisfic any who had not a mind 
to cavil. Bur to carneſt is the Bp. 1n pur- 
ſuit of W. P. and the Quakets, thar in. 


ſeeking occaſion againſt them, he plainly 
miſtakes 
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miſtakes the Scriptures , which we now 


come.to ſhew. . Thus the Bp. ( p. 4. ) Mr. 
p ſaith that Heb. 11. 6. ſeems expreſt for 
a. declaration of faith iy God. The Bp. takes 
the freedom to inform him, that it was not at 
all intended for a full confeſſion of Chriſtian 
Faith , as to that Article thereof , touching 


the Beeing, Nature, and Works of God, ' but 


only of ſuch an initial or natural Faith which 
Men had or might have without Revelation ; 
for of the Faith of ſuch, viz. Abell aydEnoch, 
and thoſe who lived before the Flood without 
any Revelation that we read of, he there diſ- 
reanſes.”  TRes EBB. 5: 
 Anſw. We anſwer for W. P. that he nei- 
ther wants nor deſires the Bp's. Informarti- 
on, unlels it were more agreeable to Scrip- 
ture, then we ſhall find this ———7] 


Tne 
Bp's: words here doth conſiſt of two parts, 
the one, that the Faith of Abell, Enoch, and 
thoſe who lived before the Flood was initial 
and natural, without any revelation that we 
read of : Next that Feb. 11. 6: was a diſ- 
courſe of ſuch a natural Faith now if we 
prove the firſt was divine Faith and the laſt 
was no diſcourſe of natural Faith, it natu- 
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that this Faith was not natural bur divine 
Faith according to Eph. 2. 8, appears very 

plainly from the conrext, by the effects ir 
produced ; Yerſ. 2. By zt the Elders obtain- 
ed a good report. Verl. 3. Through Faith we 

underſtand the worlds were made by the word 

of God. Verſ. 4. By Faith Abell offered unto 
God a more acceptable Sacrifice then Cain, by 

which he obtained witneſs that he was righte- 
ous. Verl. 5. By Faith Enoch was tranſlated, 

that he ſhould not ſee Death, for before his 
tranſlation he had this Teſtimony that he pleaſ- 

ed God, Now to the 6. Veil. Which the 
Bp. ſays was a diſcourſe of natural and initial 
Faith. Verf. 6. But without Faith it is im- 
Poſſible to 'pleaſe him ; for he that cometh to 
God, muſt believe that he is, aud that he wa re- 
warder of them that diligently ſeek him, ( mind, 
Reader, the laſt part of this Vetle was a 

part of what was laid down in Goſpel Zraths 
for our belief in God ) Vetrſ. 7. By Faith 
Noah 424g warned of God of things not ſeen, 

as yet moved with fear, prepared an Ark to 

the ſaving of his houſe, by which he condemned 

the World; and became heir of righteouſneſs 

by Faith. So the Apoſtle proceeds to the 

.end of that Chapter ( which is long ) ſhew- 
ing the greatand extraordinary eftects of this 

divine Faith. The Bp. ſeems to reſtrain the 
Text, Heb. 11.6. Only to the Faith of thoſe, 

who lived before the Flood : Burt the Apoitle 

paſles 
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piſſes on from Abel, Enoch, Noah, to Abrar 
ham and the reſt of the Pattiarchs who lived 
berween the Flood andthe Law ; nibt does 
the Apoſtle put any difference between rhe 
Faith of thoſe before the Flood, between 
the Flood and the Law, or under the Law; 
which rhe Bp. may do well ro cohſider : as 
alſo that Fude ſays expresſly Enoch prophe- 
fied , ſee Yerſ. 14. Will he fay he ptophe- 
fied without Revelation 2 But to ſhorten 
upon the firſt lieay ; Thoſe Scriptures al- 
ready cited do {o plaitly prove out poinr, 
that we need not trotble the Reader witli 
any more to ſhew that ir was nor natural 
but ſapernatural Faith' ( thoſe h6ty Men 
were eridued withalt ) by which ( in par- 
ticular ) Enoch prophefied and was traiſlat- 
ed, and Noah was warned to baild the Ark, 
which'belſides the reſt ate two ſich plain and 
extraordinary inſtances of ſupetnatural Faith 
by Revelation frotii God,that wE Eannor but 
admirethe Bp: ſhould affert thoſe who lived 
before the Flood had no Revelation chart we 
read of, bur what was natural and inirial : 
We leave it with the Reader and proceed to 
the ſecond part, in which the Bp. afferted 


that Zeb. 11. 6. Was not dt all iiteuded | 


for a full confeſſion of Chriſtian Faith, touch- 
ing the Beeing, Natare, and Works of God, but 
of natural and initial Faith. 
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To which we anſwer: ( as hath been al- 
ready ſhewn) they had divine Faith and 
Revelation beforethe Flood ; ſo conſequent- 
ly the Bp's. Arguments do fall in courſe : 
However the Text it ſelf, with the context 
very plainly intends ſpiritual and_ divine 
Faith, not only with reſpe& to thoſe ex- 
craordinary effects produced by true Faith, 
as well before as after the Flood, but alſo. 
ſeems cxpreſled, ( as W. P. hath aſlerted ) 
for Faithin God, ( And ) weſlay ( Chriſti- 
an Faith too, becauſe rhe Apoſtle ſpeaks 
in the preſent tenſe.) notwithſtanding his 
Attribures be not there enumerated, no more 
then they were by Moſes in the word. [ 7 aw ] 
Inſtanced by I. P. but paſt over in ſilence 
by the Bp. Now to that Yerſ. 6. We take 
leave to ask the Bp. what Faith it was zhey 
were to come unto God by, and without which 
it was impoſliible to pleaſe him, whether 
was it Natural and jnitial, or Spiritual and 
ſupernatural Faith ; if he anſwers ( as he 
ſaid before ) Natural, we tell him that can- 
nor be, ſince the Scripture tells us, a// were 
by nature Children of wrath, and that Man 
naturally has nothing, nor can perform any 
thing acceptable to God ; ſee theſe Texts 
Fohn 15..5. Eph. 2.3. Pro. 20.24. 1 Cor. 
2. 14. Beſides many other Scriptures ; con- 
_ ſequently then, that 'Faith mentioned Zeb. 
It. 6, intended no other then divine and. 
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ſupernatural Faith as doth moſt plainly ap- 
pear, not only from the Text, bur alſo from 
che - context , as we have ſhewn, . Thus, 
Reader, -ſce how the Bp. has miſtaken plain 
Scripture, no wonder then if he miſtake us, 
&c. The Bp. proceeds, 

P. 5. Again faith the Bp. The acknowledg- 
ing of future rewards and puniſhments, no more 
infers the reſurretion from the Dead or eter- 
nity of Torments to the Damned, then any of 
the former points imply what W. P. would have 
comprehended in them. Wo 

A»ſw. If they imply but as much we ſhall 
eaſily clear our ſelves from the_ Bp's. ſug- 
geſtions of Heatheniſm or Sociniaſm, for 
we think the other points are plainly com- 
prehended, as we have above ſhewn ; ſo by 
this rule there needs no farther return to 
that, to an unbyaſſed Reader ———How- 
ever we Will attend -the Bp's. Arguments 
who proceeds to tell us of oze Synefius a Chri- 
ftian Phyloſapher ( to ſay no more) whe 
| profeſt he could not believe the reſurrettion of 
the Body ; and of Origen, and the merciful 
Dofors, who believed future rewards aud pu- 
niſhments, yet believed not eternal torments, 
it had been neceſſary therefore ſaith the Bp. 
for him ( i.e, W. P.) and his Brethren 
explicitly to hwve declared their belief of theſe 
main Articles, the Reſurreition and eternal 
 Torments even among the Truths, chiefly be- 
D 3 lieved 
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lieved by them, that we might have known the 
(Luakers to be neither Heathens nor Socinians 
in theſe points, which herein it is plain they 
may be notwithflanding their belief that God 
is a rewarder of them who ſeek him. —_ 

Anſw. Synefius was not only a Chriſtian 
Phyloſopher bur a Biſhop roo which we ſup. 
poſe the Bp. was willing to hide with his 
Parentheſis, ( to ſay no more, ) theftory we 
have in Evagrias Eccleſiaſtick Hiſtory L536, 
I. C. 15. The old Edition, tells us he 
could not believe the reſurretion of the 
fleſh, how ſtated to him we haveno account, 
| bur if in ſo groſs a manner as ſome haye 
done it in our- days we cannot wonder he 
did not receive it ;. However tho' he did 
not receive the vulgar opinion, ( for ſo we 
have it in Yalefius his notes in the new 
Edition ) Yet we find the Chriſtians in 
thoſe times ( viz. about the Year, 412. ) 
perſwaded him nor only to be Baptized bur 
to take upon him the Office of a Biſhop, 
and he did fo ; whence we obſerve that the 
vulgar opinion, or the Doctrine of the reſur- 
rection' of the Fleſh was not then held ſo 
Eſſential to the Chriſtian Religion bur that 
a Man might be both a Chriſtian and a. Bp. 
too, tho' he neither did nor would. believe 
it. Bur to proceed, - what ever opinion in 
realliry he held, or others did or do believe, 
is nothing to us, We are not RET for 
their 
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their Faith but our own. ('1//, then) then. As 
ro the Reſurrefion from the Dead, we have 
always believed and owned it by word and 
writing according to holy Scripture, and 
which was again fally owned by W. P. in 
his Defence. p. 47. 48. Where he alfo 
ſhews, 'twas ſufficiently implyed in Goſpel 
Truths by future rewards and puniſhments : 
{ And ſo fay we too, otherwiſe we muſt 
 disbelieve the immortality of the Soul, and, 
believe that ir dies with the body which we 
firmly deny. ( 2ly. ) As to eternity of 
Torments to the Damned we have(likewiſe ) 
alio ſtedfaſtly believed it, and IV. P. in his 
Defence. p. 43, 44. bath fſhewn it is fully 
implyed in Goſpel Truths, which we will 
not. farther enlarge upon here becauſe we 
will cut ſhort and tell che Bp. tho' we will 
not downright charge him with Inſincerity 
( what ever it deſerves ) yet we think we 
may ſafely with great partiality ( to charge 
us. with ſhorrnels in this poine ) while he 
had in his poſlefiion ( before his Teſtimony 
or Reply was writ ) a Book called the Riſe 
' and progreſs of the Quakers, which in ( page 
the. 38. ) hath thefe words —— *© This 
_ * leads us tothe acknowiedgment of Eternal 
* Rewards and Punithments, for elſe of all 
* People cerrainly they ( 7. e. the Quakers ) 
* muſt be moſt miſerable, who for abour 
* forty years have been exceeding great ſut- 
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* ferers for their profeſſion, &c. Now for 
the Bp. afcer rhis to make this objection a- 
oainſt us, looks indeed very ſirange, and 
'ro be ſure like one that was willing, as 
IW, P. ſays, to repreſent us wrong rather 
then we ſhould be in the right.——— }Bur 
farther, as to-Erernal Torments tho' what is 
ſaid before is ſufficient ; yet we cannot bur 
obſerve how unreaſonable the Bp. is to 
Quarrel with us, for nesexpreſling that as 
an Article of Faith, which is nat expreſſed in 
his own Creed ( if that called the Apoſtles 
be his ); for what word in the Creed is 
there of Eternal Torments, 'tis indeed faid 
therein, . 7 believe the Life everlaſting, bur 
not a word of Puniſhments being everlaſt- 
ing: If the Bp. ſay, that the reward of Life 
ro the Righteous , being everlaſting, im- 
plies the puniſhment of che Damned ſhall 
be everlaſting, may we not then with a 
great deal of reaſon return his own words, 
(. p.3- ) and tell him, Thus much as to that 
point once for all, Implication -of Faith is 
not a profeſſion of Faith, at leaſt ought nor 
ro be claimed by him, that will norallovyv 
it to others. Again, How hath the Bp. 
caught himſelfin his own Trap ; for while 
his own Creed is filent in ſo main a point 
as Erernal Puniſhments ( as he tells us thar 
is) which way will the Bp. Extricare 
himſelf and his brethren ( to give him his 

own 
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own phraſe ) from being ſuſpeed to be 
cither Heathens or Secinians in that point : 
If he fay that this which he calls a main 
Article is explicitly declared in ſome other 
Creeds or Declarations of Faith, the Anf- 
wer is, So are they alſo in other Books 
and writings of ours ; and it the Bp. would 
have given to others the ſame meaſure he 
takes himſelf, he might have. forborn this 
unneceſſary wrangle. " | 
The end of ( p. 5. and moſt of p. 6. ) 
iS about the Trinity, in which poinr, we 
find the Bp. ſtill refoives to have us ſhort, 
and imperfect, tho' it be by telling of us 
again much of it word for word, as he did 
in his Teſtimony, Thus 1 Fohn 5. 7. 1s not 
( fairh he ) the ſumm of what the holy Scrip- 
tures teacheth, mor a ſufficient confeſſion of 
Faith, of the holy Trinity. Then adds, He 
[ meaning W. P. ] infiunuates ( which 3 ut- 
terly fale) that the Bp. lights that, as a by 
paſſage or of little credit, upon which the 
Bp. appeals to his own Paper ; then tells us 
of the Nicene Creed, and Thirty Nine Arti- 
cles; then to W. P's. demand from the Bp. 
of the occaſion of the Apoltles ſpeaking as 
he did, 1 Fohn 5.7. the Bp. returns thus ; 
The Bp. anſwers out of Verl. I. 5. 1t was to 
prove that Feſus Chriſt is the Son of God, and 
afrer ſome more to the ſame purpoſe the Bp. 


concludes that paragraph, ſaying p. 5. This 
was 


. was his purpoſe ( i. e. Jobs ) viz. to ſettle 
che Belicvers Faith in Chriſt ) and zot fully 
there to declare the Dofrine of the Trinity, 
which is no where done in any one text of 
Scripture, but is to be gathered out of many. 
Anſw. Is it nor ſtrange, Reader, that the 
Bp. who ſo ſtrangely condemned that Pa- 
per (of Goſpel Truths) as ſhort and defective 
for not being more explicit, and full 'in 
ethers as well as in this point, ſhould now 
a {ccond time, be ſo very defective himſelf, 
' 35 not to tell us, where thoſe many Texts 
arc, by which the Trinity was to be proved ? 
No, that he has not done, for a good reaſon 
roo, becauſe in all the Scriptures a more 
full proof could nor be found, then 1 Fob» 
5. 7. But the Bp. to help himſelf, cells us 
of the Thirty Nine Articles and Nicene Creed, 
To which we anſwer, their foundation in 
that point ought to be the Holy Scripture; 
if ſo, why had not the Bp. cirod or referred 
us to thole Scriptures, bur in ſtead of con- 
firmipg the 7rizity, we think he has rather 
leſlened the proot rhereof, while he tells us 
the Apoſtles purpoſe was to prove that Jeſus 
Chriſt is the Son of God : for alcho' the A- 
poltles could nor prove the Trinity without 
proving Jeſus Chriit co be che Son of God; 
yer as the Bp. aſlignes that Text. ( by the 
context ) chiefly ro prave Chriit was the 
Sop of God, we ask, doti he._not thercvy 
leiten 


lefſen the proof of the Trinity 2 vyhile { as 
we ſaid above ) we can no where find ſo 
full and plain a Tex in all che Holy Scrip- 
rures to prove the Trinity ; we are ſure we 
defign not ro ftrain , or miſrepreſent the 
Bp's. ſenſe, but what we have ſaid, we 
think , naturally follows from his own 
words, and far leſs then we could haye 
ſaid on the matter. As to his appeal to his 
Paper, we agrec in that point, provided 
W P's. Defence be compared with it, and 
there the Impartial Reader will ſee whether 
. W. P. hath wronged the Bp s Senſe or nor, 
and whether the Bp. hath nar now confirm- 
ed IV. P's, asking, How came the Bp. to ren- 
der it a by paſſage, and the Text it lelf ſhare, 
and otherwiſe intended by rhe Apoſtle, then 
an Article of Faith about the Trinity? ſee. p. 
33. of W. P's. Defence ( in two places ) : 
and thus we end as to what the Bp. has ſaid 
about the Triniry. 
P. 6, 7. The Bp. tells us we muſt give 
a more explicit confeſſion of our Faith if we 
expect to be accounted Chriſtians, for other 
reaſons then he has given ; eſpeczally(ſays he) 
this for one, that a great Perſon among thew 
who profeſſes, as concerning their Principles, 
he was deceived by them, thinking they had 
held fincerely the Principles, which by a more 
diligent ſearch he finds, they hold not. 


Anſw. 
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Anſw. George Keith being the perſon he 


means ( as appears in the Margin ) we 
muſt rake leave to ſay, the Bp. is greatly 
miſtaken, for he is neither great among us, 
nor indeed of us at all, having been denied 
by us ſome Years paſt ; and as to that Man, 
he muſt cither have been a great Hypocrite 
formerly, or a foul Apoſtate now from us, 
The former, if for about thirty Years he 
walkt among us,and defended our Principles 
by 'word and writing, and yet at the ſame 
time was not convinced of the verity of 
them ; an Apoſtate to be ſure if being con- 
vinced of our Principles, and from that 
perſlwaſion defended them, while now he 
retracts, and condemns ſome of the very 
ſame Principles he then defended. 

The Bp. proceeds about 6G Xeith ( p. 7.) 
aſſures us ( meaning G. K. ) and has Printed 
Teftimonies out of their Books to prove they

Anſw. As to G. Keith's confident aſſurance, 
we queſtion not that, he having given us 
ſuthcienr proof thereof already, by plainly 
perverting and miſrepreſenting our friends 
words and writings as well as contradict- 
ing, what he has before writ, in defence of 
us and our principles : and did we only re- 
fer back to our friends rcitterated ( as well 
as G. K's. own former writings ) they would 
ſufficiently prove us Orthodox, as Os 

our 
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four following points brought by the Bp: 


from G. X's. Third Narrative ; however 
becauſe the Bp. ſhall not have occaſion ro 
ſay, we paſs them over, we will briefly 
conſider them : ( 1/f. ) That they ( i.e. the 
Quakers ) deny Faith in Chriſt as he outward- 
ly ſuffered at . Jeruſalem, as he roſe again, a- 
ſeended, and now fits at the right hand of God to 
be neceſſary to Salvation. 

Anſw. If G. X. doth here mean that the 
Knowledge of the outward death and ſuffer- 
ing of Jeſus Chriſt, is ſo neceſſary to falya- 
tion, as without the Kxowledg of which all 
Men are damned and eternally loſt ; we an- 
ſwer, we dare not be ſo uncharitable as to 
conclude, that the many millions of Men, 
who are and have been in the World, and 
who never had, or heard of the outward 
hiſtory of the ſufferings and death of Chriſt 
Gc. are ſo damned, provided they yield 
obedience to the'Spirit of God in themſelves, 
and thereby from unholy become Holy 
Men. | a 
Burt if he mean with reſpect to rhe 
Quakers,and ſuch who have had the know- 
ledg of the outward hiſtory, as recorded iti

Nume- 
rous Inſtances could. be *giyen, which far 
brevity we omit, and will mention bur one, 
and'refer to a few more: ( thus ), Have ye 
yever read ( faith Chriſt in Matt. 21. 16.) 
Out of the mouth of Babes and ſucklings thou 
haſt perfefted praiſe ; which words ace refer- 
rec in the Margine to Pſa}. 8. 2. Out of the 
mouth of Babes and Sucklings baſt thou ordain:- 
ed firength. Then Matt. 11. comparcd 
with Mal. 3. 1. Again, Matt. 13. 14, 
15, compared with Jſg. 6. 9, 10. Again 
Rom. 10. verl. 11. compared with 1/a. 28, 
16. Not to ſpend morc time we refer the 
Reader to the Scriptures, where he will 
find, a multitude of Texts which in our 
Engliſh . Tranſlation yary in cxpreſs words, 
bur agrec in ſenſe. If theſe Inſtances do 
not convince the Bp. they may a more c- 
qual Reader, that in taxing W. P. with 
manifeſt Impiety for giving fome words of 
that Text Fohn 3. 21. in other words then 
the Tranſlation has ir, while the Senſe was 
no way altered ; he hath therein manifeſted 
his great uncharitablneſs and difingenuity. 
Burt before we end we mult tell the Bp. if 
IF. P. was guilty of falbfyivg the ſenile of 
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Scripture -(-which we do-nor allow ) he is 
muca mere.in-putting ſuch groſs'and carnal 
meanings upon: the words of Jeſus Chriſt; 
John 3.20, 21. for whereas Chriſt doth there 
make the Light che judg and tryer of good 
and bad deeds, in manifeſting the good and 
reproving rhe bad, which - no- other Light 
can do but rhe light of his own Spiric ;

{ce the foregoing 16, 17, 18, 19. Verſes 
Which light lighteth every Man and ſhines - 
in the heart, according to Febx I. 4.

2 Cor. 4. 6. Contrarily the Bp. will have 
the meaning of theſe two Texts like unta 
proverbial ſayings and therewith compares, 
i Thef. 5. 7. But what if chis Text were 
allowed a proverbial Speech , what would: 
this do for the Bp. as it would nor be- a- 
parallel ro Fobn 3. 20, 21. ſo neither do- 
we think 'twill anfwer the-Bp's. turn, while:

Bur the Bp. has made a great 
noiſe of TV. P's. falſifying the ſenſe of rhe 
Scripture about thoſe two Texts ( when 
we think 'ris plain, ir lies at his own door ) 
and yer at the ſame rime paſleth over ſeve- 
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that ſame place, ro prove that this divine 
Light or Jllumination of the holy Spirit is 
a rule to believing Chriſtians, and that it, 
with the holy Scriptures, 'is the double and 
grecing Record of true Religion, and par- 
cites John 14. 15, 16. Chap. 
Gal. 6.15.16. '1 Fohy 2.20,27, Rom. Chap. 
8.: all which Scriptures the Bp. paſſeth over 
in” ſilence as he doth I. P. telling him 
thoſe words, Fohr 3. 20, 21. were ſpoken 
by Chriſt before the New Teſtament was in 
being, -and therefore a rule and judg of the 
Life and Dceds of Men. And tho” WP. P. 
by: way- of Interrogation doth thereupon 
ask, What ſays the Bp. to this > Yet no 
anſwer from the Bp, about their: being ſo 
ſpoken, bur at the. ſame time taxes VV. P, 
with falſifying the ſenſe of Eph. 5. 11, 12, 
T3. a Text not there mentioned by IT. P. 
nor doth the Bp, refer us to any other place 
where we ſhall find ir, Thus, Reader, ſee 
the Bp's continued unfair dealing, and to 
this we may add another inſtance of like 
natyre out of W. P's. Defence ( p. 52. ) 
where he tells us the Bp. ( did co himſelf 
in-Cork ) read, John 1.

aud ſecret ways of getting wealth chen your 
ſelves, &c. Minde, Reader, our Mortifica- 
tions pretended, and his poſkive aſſertion of 
us, There are no ſort of Men, &c. Thele with 
: | much 
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much more from the Bp. in that Paper; and 
after all telis us, He docs neither judg nor 
cenſure us, and charges W. P. art a great 
rate for telling him he does, nay prays for 
him .upon. ir thus, God give Mr. Penn more 
charity and reaſon , &.———He daes not 
#now, or will not attend, what judging as it 
means cenſorionſneſs is, &c. And ar the ſame 
time 45 a confirmation of his 7eſtimony adds 
a new : Now in- his Reply. ( p. 1. ) Our 
flight, cunning craftineſs , lying in wait to 
aeceive, &c. And likewiſe ( p. 9. ) weare 
now upon, charges us again as above with 
wily and ſecret ways of getting wealth, &c. 
"Again ( p. 21.) thus. 1f minding world), 
gain, and being ſo intent upon it day and night, 
0s to paſs moſt days in the week without prayer 
to God; either in publick Aſſemblies or private 
Families; if the llyeſt ways both to get money 
and to keep it, be worldlyneſs, he knows ne ſort 
of people more given to theſe vices then the 
Quakers. 

Anſw. Candid Reader, we now refer it 
to thee in what we have above cited, out 
of the Bp's. Teſtimony, whether rhe Bp. did 
judg and cenſure us of not; And While he

Credit, ( as we have ſhewn ) and truly

orudg the time we ſpend in anſwering 
ſuch rrifling ( if ſome of ir be not unjuſt ) 
matter, were it not for the ſake of Truth, 


and for thoſe who may think there is more

iS; and had we art firſt only referred the 
Reader to W. P's. Defence for anſwer to all

fully ſhewn. Bur rhe Bp. goes on, 

But as to the True Divine Light or the holy 
Ghoſt convincing people, by the holy Scripture 
applied to Conſcience, of Sin, of Righteouſueſs 
and of Fudgment to come, the Bp. acknowledges 
it and bleſſeth God for his fhare thereof. 

Anſw. As we ſaid before we never meant 
any orher, rhen the rrue Divine Light or 
holy Ghoſt, which we ſay, dorh inwardly 
convince of Sin, reproves for it and by the 
diſcovery of which we ſavingly come to 
know the things of God, and' is the prinoi- 
pal agent and foundarion of our conviction, 
and. by which the holy Scriptures are made 
beneficial unto us : If the.Bp. mean thus by 
the above words we agree, bur if he mean 
( as his words ſeem to us to import ) that 
rhe Scripture 1s: the firft Agent ,, and by 
which, as the cauſe we are convinced by 
the Light or Spirit, we muſt diſfenc from 
the Bp. herein, and that the Bp's. meaning 
is ſuch, we are the more confirmed therein, 
by what he faith in. ( p. 23.) viz. that 
people are now made holy by the xſe of outward 
means, That this Doctrine is repugnanr to 
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Scripture.we ſhall plainly ſhew in its place; 
we only brought ir here to compare and 
explain what the Bp. means by the convicti- 
ons of the Light and Spirit. Now to the 
above Argument, the Quakers do ſay, and 
the Scriptures do abundantly prove, that 
it iS by the holy Light and Spirir of Chrift 
within, by which as the firſt principal 
| Cauſe and Agent we come ſavingly to. be- 
lieve, and know the things of God; to 
which purpoſe we could cite a multitude of 
Scriptures, but for brevity ler. theſe few 
ſuffice; Rom. 1. 19. That which may be known 
of God 1s manifeſt in them, God hath ſhewed it 
unto them. 2, Cor. 4. 6. God who commanded 
tight to ſhine out of darkneſs hath ſhined in our 
hearts to give the light of the knowledge of the 
Glory of God in the face of Feſus Chriſt. John 
I. 4 {n him ( viz. Chit ) was life and 
that life was the light of Men. Verl. 9. He 
( viz. Chrift ) was the true Light, which 
lighteth every Man that cometh into the World 
Again, 1 Cor. 2:-10, 11, 12. But God hath 
revealed them, (viz. the things of God ) 
unto us by his Spirit, for the Spirit ſearcheth 
all things, yea the deep things of God, even ſo 
the things of God knoweth no Man but the Spi- 
rit of God. Now we have received not the 
Spirit of the World, but the Spirit which u of 
God, that we might . know the things that are 
freely given us of God. Again, 1 John 2. = 
uf 
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But the anointing which ye have received of 
him abideth in you, and ye need not that any 
Man teach .you, but as Yhe ſame anointing 
teacheth you of all things, Again even to the 
wicked Phariſees, the worſt of Chriſt's Ene- 
mies , he ſaid , Luke 17. 21.: Behold the 
Kingdom of heaven i within you. Then Rom. 
8. 2, II, I4, I6. I Cor. 3. 16. Eph. 4, 6: 
I Fohu 5.10 Theſe. Texts ( beſides many 
more we could cite )) do ſuthciently prove 
our point that ir is by the Lighr and Spirir 
of God inwardly manifeſted ; by which as 
the firſt and principal means we come to 
have a ſight of Sin and be.convinced. of ir, 
and while the Bp. fays 'tis by the uſe of out- 
ward means people: are made holy as in 
( p. 23. ) weare ( we think ) by thelame 
rule ro underitand he means they are to be 
convinced of Sin , Righteouſneſs and of 
Judgment ; If he rhus intends "tis worthy 
his conſideration how contrary his Aſſerrior 
is to the Scriptures we have cited, and 
wherher he has that ſhare in the Divine 
Light and Spirit of Chriſt as he pretends 
to : Bur that we may not be miſunderſtood, 
as if we went about to undervyalue the Holy 
Scriptures; far be ic from us; for we do de- 
clare for onr ſelves, and the People. called 
Quakers in general, that we Love, Honour, 
and Eſteem. them above and beyond all the 
Books and Writings iti thz whole Wotld; 
G aj 
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and are thankful to the Lord for their pre- 
{ervation, as having found great comfort 
and benefit by them, thro” the illumination 
of the holy Spirir, and believe them to be, 
Wwhatloever they ſay of themſelves according 
ro thele or any other Scriptures, Rom. I5. 4. 
2 Tim. 3..15, 16, 17. We ſhall not be 
altogether ſo full as ro the Scriptures here 
as we. might, in regard we ſhall have farther 
occaſion hereafter, where we ſhall be more 
full upon this head ; Yet here may be a 
fit place, to anſwer the Bp's. demand ( p. 
I3.) viz. What tu become of Mr. P's. Double 
Record, We anſwer, here it is, the Light, 
| Grace, .and Spiric of God, by its illumina- 
tion giving us the experimental knowledg 
of the things of God within ( as we have 
ſhewn ) & oze ; agreeing with and opening 
to us the Mitſteries of the Zsly Scriptures 
( without ) which- ts the other : And thus 
the Apoſtles made the Scriptures of the Old 
Teſtament an agrecing Record with the 
' openings and the illuminarions of the holy 
Ghoſt in them , while rhey cited numerous 
Texts and portions of Scripture our of rhe 
Old Teſtament as an agreeing record, to 
whatthey imediatly delivered by the Reve- 
lation of the Spirit ; this (we think) is ſut- 
ficient to make good WW, P's. aſſertion, that 
the Light and holy Spirit within, and rhe 
Scriptures wichout, are the Double and a- 
grecing Record of true Religion. ( Ibid 


._ ( hid. 12. ) The Bp. goes on vilifying 
I. P. about the Light within, ( to paſs. by 
his twitting of him about his Learning ) 
ſaying thus, Ze ( i. e; the Bp. himſelf ) 
had made four the moſt ratianal conſt ructzops 
and conjeflures he could Suiſe of what they 
( the Quakers ) ſhould mean thereby ( p. 
12. ) Mr. P. rejedts all with ſcorn and wile

leſſen him ) who can make ſenſe of whar 
R. B. has writ. But we the leſs wonder 
che Bp. ſhould not underſtand what R. B. 
and others have ſaid of the Light within, 
ſiace he appears, ſo unexperienced abour 
Spiritual matters, as to Revile R. B. with 
being unintelligible, and guilty of Banter, 
not only concerning the Light, but abouc 
Spiritual ſenſes plainly proveable -by Scrip- 
ture, as we ſhall anon evince ; and in the 
mean time we ſhall conſider the Bp's. next 
and greateſt charge in this page againſt 
R. B. which is as he lays for perverting 
Scripture and adding a new term ( as he 
calls ic ) namely the word | Light [| to the 
Text, John. 3. 16. that he may ( ſays the 
Bp. ) prove Chriſt as a Light given to all. 
And yet at the ſame time, he picks out 
this word, he takes no notice of the Multi- 
tude of Scriptures, which R. B. has cited 
to prove the ſufficiency and univerſality of 
the Lighr ; only he rells us he (R.B.) 
miſapplies two or three Texts to prove this 
Light. univerſal , but not a word how or 
wherein. Bur to the word [| Lignrt ] 'tis fo 
plain on R. B's. ſide, as having no ſuch 
perverting intention, that we cannot believe 
bur the Bp's. Conſcience mult know he 
wrenged R. B. in this cafe as well as in 
G 3 what 
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what follows hereafter , which we ſhall 
ſhew ; only in the firſt place ler us take the. 
Bp. in his own way abour the Light ; Then 
fay we, if that Text might have proyed 
Chriſt, a Lighr given to all, had the word

Chriſt ) the true Light 
which lighteth. every Man that cometh into the 
World. What can be more plain as to the 
- univerſality of the Light of Chriſt. Again 
Chap. 8. 12. 7 am ( faith Chriſt ) the 
Light of the World, he that followeth me, 
ſhall not walk in darkneſs, but ſhall have'the 
Light of Life ; which Texts ſufficiently 
prove that Chriſt is a Light to all. And 
certainly the Bp. ſought for an occaſion 
while he pickt out that Word, to Accuſc 
R. B. tho' at the ſame time does not confute 
thoſe Scriptures with ſeveral others brought 
both by R. B. and W. P. to prove the Light 
of Chriſt within, unleſs by falfifying the 
ſenſe of thoſe Texts noted before ( p. 5p. ) 
Now to the perverſion and addition charged 
by the Bp. upon R. B. with much noiſe, 
obſerve,Reader,the word [| Light ] is in the 
Theſis of R. B's. fifth Propoſition in his 
Apology, where he has no leſs then five 
Scypture 'Texts, and there iS not any _ 
| _ 
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| of all ,the five laid down in the exact and 
_ | full words of Scripture, ſome of them very 


ſhort, as well as differing in words.; and 
in particular this very Text, John 3. 16. 
cited by the Bp. are neither the full, nor 
yet all of them the exa&t words of that 
Text ; Beſides the word Light, and indeed 
che five Texts, he there gave, were only 
a kind of References to Scriptures, which 
proved the Argument he was upon, namely 
the univerſalicy of the love of God through 
Chriſt Jefus, who was the Light of rhe 
World and Light of Men : Now we'l grant, 
if R. B. had laid down all thefe Texts' as 
the entire words of Scripture, and that he 
could nor plainly prove Chriſt the Light of 
Men, then had he been in the wrong and 
the Bp. in the right ; bat ſince the firtt are 
not fo, and that he as well as we have 
ſhewn by plain Scripture Chriſt to be the 
Light of Men, we think "tis but too plain 
rhe Bp. wanted an occaſion, while he made 
this one, for in reading R. B's. Explanation 
and Defence of this Propoſtion, where in, 
P. 81, We find rhe full and entire words of 
that Text laid down thus, Fohn 3. 16. God 
ſo loved the World that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son, that who ſo ever believed in him, 
ſhould not periſh but have everlaſting Life. 
Now, candid Reader, judg in the matrer, 
which is moſt obvious, the Bp's. partiality 
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by indeavouring to miſrepreſent R. B. or. 
R. B's. intention to pervert and add anew 
rerm to Scriptuxe, When. he had not the 
leaſt necd of it, and had ſeveral other plain 
Scriptures to prove the-point. 

The reſt of p. 12. and parr of 13. is 
moſtly a, recital of pickt words here and 
there taken out of R. B's. Apology, and as 
we ſaid betore, ſome far diſtant added to- 
gether, upon ome of which, the Bp. purs 
his own falſe conſtructions , and yet in 
concluſion, we do not find he pretends to 
confute them by any other Arguments then 
by his own Afſertion, as p. 12. he tells us 
by the way he does not. think this Scripture. 
Language ; and p. 13. avers tis unintelli- 
gible, that is Banter ; ſo that we need take 
no further notice then on! y refer the Reader, 
to R. B's. Apology, where (if he be im- 
partial ) he will tind full {atistaction : How- 
cver in regard the Bp. doth greatly abuſe 
R. Bp's. ſenſe, we wiil take notice and an- 
twer, ſuch his recitalls. 

Thus ( P- 12. ). the Bp. cites ſome words, 
out of R. B's. Diſcourle on the ſixth Pro- 
poſition of his Apology, where A. B. was 
proving that zhe ſeed, Light , or Grace of, 
God 15 no accident, but a real Spiritual [ub- 
flance. Then {ays che Bp. of. their feeling 
ft, yea anon 7; aft ing, Smelling, ſeeing i, and 
handling by virtue of it the things of God, 


which 
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which yet ( ſays the Bp. ) are certainly. af 
Spiritual things. Again the Bp. goes on 
( p. 13.) that people ſhould be able to ſmell, 
and feel, and handle things, which being in- 
tellefttual and immaterial can no Ways be inci- 
| dent to theſe Senſes, nor are ſo much. as ever., 
Metaphorically ſaid to be ſmelt, or handled ; 
| the Bp. avers unintelligible, that is Banter :. 
{ Then he cells us he expeQts our. Reply, that 
he 1s a carnally minded Man, to whom all this. 
| ſeems ſtrange, which he will anſwer anon. 
Anſw. Firſt, the Bp. in this caſe, mighr 
as well have expected ro be taxed with 
great «nfairneſs.in wilfully abuſing R. B's. 
lenſe, as rhat he is a carnally minded Man, 
and rhar he is guilty of the firſt, and ſuch 
a Man in the laſt, we think nothing can 
well be plainer ; while in the firſt he makes 
R. B. to allude to outward ſenſes, whereas 
the Scope of his Arguments, as well as 
his plain Words do prove the contrary : 
thus, p. 95. R. Bs. Apology, ( and the 
ſame Section. cited by the Bp. ( which he 
makes, 16. but it ſhould be Sec. 14. )

Thar R. B. hath fully and undeni- 
ably owned and aſſerted the -Atronement 
and Sacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt in ( p. 96. ) 
of his Apology ; as alſo in the ſeventh Pro- 
poſifion about Juſtification, we ſuppoſe the 
Bp. will not deny, and in the firſt doth 
make an eſpecial exception againſt being 
miſunderſtod in that point, while he was 
creating of the neceflity of obeying the 
Light and Grace of Chriſt, in order to re- 
ceive the benefits of his death and ſufferings 
for us : why then-might not he fay this 
Seed, Light Grace or Spirit of Chriſt, was 
rhe purchaſe of his death, ſince it came by 
him; ſee John t.

within Man, . given as. a ſure Guide-and. Di- 
rector, @&c. ro him, and he will de the 
work fully without either troubling the Re- 
formers or Martyrs: - | 
( P. 15. ) The Bp. goes on thus; If 
they (i. e. the Quakers ) ſhall ſay, the 


Bp. wrongs them in ſaying, they make their 
Light within the rule of their ations at any 
time, without or againſt holy Scripture, . be- 
fades what may be produced out. of their Books, 
by way of Dottrive, and particularly W. P. 
C p. 105. ) tet: them anſwer among others to 
#heſe two matters of fad. Oze Knight of 
a certain Lords day, in the time of Divine 
worſhip, came into the Congregation. —And 
flood there ſtark naked —— Crying out, behald 
here the naked Truth ——— Again one Work - 
man z# the town of Rois.——Gave out for a 
miracle be would faſt———Forty days ; But 
tho' he gave off, before the Forty Days were 
near at an end, Tet it was diſcovered, that in 
a Rick of Beans near his Chamber, he had 
made a great hole, and devoured a ſuitable 
quantity of them. wy 

Anſw. ( 1ft. ) As to W. P's. Doctrine 

( p. 105.) If falſe Doctrine, why does nor . 
the Bp. confure it, he tells us in (p. 2.) 
he ought not to. connive, but why then 
doth he do it here, and not only here bur 
before, for this is the place we complained 
of before, wherein he made a great Out-cry 
apainit I. P. for falſifying the Senie of rhic 
Scriprure. Fohy 3. 21. about the Light; 
And ar the ſame time was wholly {lent ro 
the many other Scriptures which followed, 
and which W. P. brought ro prove the Ligur 
and Spirit of God within Men : Doth toe

this we can ſay, we never knew or heard 
otherwiſe, but that he was a very lober, 
honeſt, and Religious Man, and fo.continu- 
ed to his end, which Charagter-we believe, 

all who knew him will give of him.

AS to the Bp's. demand, Is every 
ſtrong impulſe of the mind to be followed as be- 
ing the Light within 2 We anſwer no, nor 
dorh it therefore follow, becauſe ſome hath 
falſly pretended to rhe Spirit of God, thar 
therefore the true motions of the Spirit, are - 
to be rejected ; No more then becauſe falſe 
Prophets and Teachers pretended to be 
ſent of God, rhart therefore the Spirit in the 
rrue Prophets and Teachers ought not to 
be regarded ; Nor more then becauſe ſome, 
who have preferred the Scriptures to be 
their rule of faith and practice, miſtaking 
and perverting the Senle of the Scripture, 
have held or practiſed wrong things, there- 
fore the holy Scripture ſhould be wholly 
rejected, and nothing believed or done that 
is therein declared or recommended ; And 
as to our Doctrines-and PraCtices, we do 
not refuſe in matters of controverſy with 
our Adverſaries to have both tryed by the 
holy Scriptures, and here may bea fit place, 
ro anlwer a Charge or RefleCtion of the Bp's. 
in this Paragraph, viz. There u no projett 
fo wild, that their pretended Light within 
may not lead them into.

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' Anſw, We utterly deny the conſequence, 
and fay the Light of Chriſt which we pro- 


feſs ro be led by, did never lead any either 


into wildneſs or immorality ; bur on the 
contrary, ſuch as follow ir, are led by ir 
into godlineſs and ſobriety, according to 
the agreeing record, 7itus 2. 11, 12. Eph. 
5.9, 19. 1 Fehr 2. 27. Andif any coming 
among us, and pretending to be of us, are 


guilty of Immoral praQtices, we have Church 


Diſcipline, by which we deal with and diſ- 
own ſuch as the nature of the Cafe may re- 
quire. Then as to Doctrines and Practices 
upon a religious account, if any ſhould un- 
der prerence of the Light within broach any 
evil Doctrine, or a any thing repugnant to 
or againſt the Teſtimony of the holy Scrip- 
rures, we diſown ſuch DoAcines or pra- 
tices ; knowing, that as every evil thing, 
contradicts the Scriptures, fo it really doth 
the Spirit from whence the holy Scriptures 
came, and conſequently in realliry , they 
cannot oppoſe one another. Now as to 
thoſe rwo Inſtances brought by the Bp. 
which he demands a double record for, if 


he means going Naked, or Faſting, withour 


his other untrue Circumſtances, 

We anſwer, tho' we neither {ay nor allow 
ſuch extraordinary things, as appearing na- 
kedought to bz done by imicacion, or be- 
caule fome of rhe Lords ſeryants did ſo of 
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Old : Yet he may remember we have cx- 
amples in holy Scripture for both. Did 
not the Prophet 1/aiah walk naked and bare 
footed , three Years as a /igne ? Hatah 20, 
2, 3- And how was he, and the Prophet 
*zekiel as Signes and Wonders to the wicked, 
in what the Lord required of them 2 many 
Inſtances of which we could produce, bur : 
for brevity ſake we omit them. And as 
ro Faſting, we have ſo many examples of 
that kind in both Old and New Teſtaments, 
rhat we think it needleſs to bring any proaf 
for that prattice. Thus having reply'd to 
rhe Bp's. demand we proceed, 
_  Thid. P. 15. The Bp. ends this Paragraph, 
with telling us he could have affigned more {| 
immoral inſtances, but has forborn: And to 
cnd this Paragraph, we mult tell him our 
rhoughts, which are, that if he could have 
gotten cither more, or iuch as he thought 
would have rendered the Quakers more 
odious, we are doubtful wherher his good 
inclinations to the Quakers, would have 
cen fo prevalent on him, as to have for- 
born on that account.

 Maxims, that Cunning berders upon Knavery. ) 
In that be never produces his Authors words, and 
bu unfaithfulueſsin repreſenting the ſenſe widely 
different, if not contrary to what it is; Ouzelius 
zn his notes on Minurius Felix te/s us the pri- 
mittve Chriſtians forbore the Jeatheniſh cuſtoms, 
and particularly therefore, they rejefted the Cuſ- 
tom of Crowning their Dead with Garlands,this 
Mr.P. refers to, ( if he refer,) to any thing to 
be found in that Author. Thus the Bp. 

Axſw. Tis no news for the Bp. to make 
much of a little, as well as much ado to 
no very great purpoſe againſt FF. P. pray 
Reader ſee W. P's. Defence, p. 71. and there 
thou wilt find, he dath mention ſome of 
his Authors words, contrary to whatthe 
Bp. hath aſſerted ; Thus W. P. © I belſeech 
* him ( z. e. the Bp. ) to converſe with 
* Ouzelius upon Minutius Felix, and he will. 
© tell him, that rhe firſt Chriſtians were taxed, 
© and deſpiſed for fl bred in Manners,unpo- 
* liſhed in Speech, unfaſhionable in Behavi- 
5 our; in fine, Ruſticks and Clowns, as the 
* Chriſtians ironicaly returned their Scorners 
* the ſtile of well bred and Eloquenr ; this 
F and much more he cites out of Lactan-

actly as it lyes there ; Now judg in the 
matter, -Candid. Reader, who is molt guilry 
of cunning, and unfaichfuinets, #7. P. in

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citing his Authors words as above, or the 


Bp. in ſaying he did nor, and taking no 


notice or giving any anſwer, to that large 
Quotation. And befides, if we miſtake 
nor, the Bp. hath given his own Church a 
great wound, by the above citation out of 
that Author, who, as the Bp. ſays, forbore 
beatheniſh cuſtoms , and particularly they re- 
jedted, Crowning the Dead with Garlands ; 
upon which the Bp. asks thus; 1s there na 
difference betwixt Idolatrous Rites and the 
innocent Faſhions of Chriſtians ordinary ap- 
parel 2 So that we think he makes Crown- 
ing the Dead with Garlands an Idolatrous Rite, 
as well as a heatheniſh cuſtom ; upon which 
we ask, whar fort of Rite or Cuſtom that is 
ina certain Church which makes fine Gar- 
lands for the Dead, hanging them up in 
their Worſhip Houſes, with long ſtreaming 
Eſcutcheons ? to lay nothing of covering the 
Dead with them, Let tie Bp. conſider the 
matter. But notwithſtanding, what we 
have ſaid, we have not yet done with the 

Bp. upon this head of cunning and unfaith- 

fulncſs; we obſcrve, the Bp. has made a 

2reat ado and ſpent good part of a page a- 
bout Ouzelius, &c. to fix this charge upon 
IF. P. without reaſon. Now we ask the Bp. 


whether he had not ſomething like cunning, - 


in this to amuſe. his Reader, while ar the 


fame time he $kipt over ſeveral other Au- 
thors 
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thors, ſome of whoſe Treatiſes were cited -- 


| by W. P. concerning the Care and Zeal, 


which ſome of the antients had to ſuppreſs 
Heatheniſh cuſtoms in Manners and Behavi- 
our from getting in upon Chriſtians; ſee 
W. P. Defence, p. 71, 72. But that waich 
is more obſervable is, that altho' P.

Teſtimony, 
in which he put W. P. upon the Proof to 
ſhew the primitive Chriſtians differed from 
others of their Nation, and Quality in ſuch 
things) Now what imaginable reaſon can 
be given, why the. Bp. ſhould make ſo 
much ado, ( and without cauſe too ) about 
Minutins Felix, &©c. while he was lilent to 
all rhe reſt of W. P's. proofs : But to con- 
clude about that of Apparel and Dreſſes we 
ſhall only ſay, It is much to be lamented, 
that ſogreat an Overſeer as the Bp. ſhould 

( by not more publickly appearing againſt ) 
racitly plead for and countenance tuch abo- 
minable pride ( in Apparel and Dreſſes by 
calling them z»nocent faſhions ) as is found 
reigning amonglt the generality of thoſe cal-

The Bp. goes on, and as to their 
language, after all artifices Mr. P. has not 
been able to produce ( which was a preſſing 
point of his bufineſs ) one precedent or hadns 
of a Teſtimony that the primitive Chriſtians 
uſed not the ordinary Civilities in their com- 
mon Diſcourſe, and Salutations, but affeted a 
different Style or way by themſelves ; contrari- 
ly he might have remembered that the beloved 
Diſciple, being to write to a Chriſtian Siſter 
of Quality ſalutes her by au inſcription, To the 
Elef Lady. 

Anſw. We muſt needs ſay we cannot but 
greatly admire at the Bp. rhus with an arti- 
ticial flouriſh to aſſert againſt his own know- 
ledge, while he wilfuly overlookt W. P's. 
Arguments relating to this particular caſe 
of Salucations ; ſee his Defence. p. 73, 74+ 
there thou wilr find he plainly proves, Matt. 
23. 6, 7, 8. Luke 10. '4. from Chrifts own 
words, both his condemnation upon the 
Phariſees for loving honour, and falutary

greetings, and. particularly in affeting to 


] be cailed Radbz; as alſo his poſitive com- 
| mand to his Diſciples, againſt ſuch pracices 
of being callel Maſters.

Quotes Chriſis Queltion to the Jews, viz. 
How can ye believe, which receive honour one 
| of anather, ana jeek not the honour that cometh 
. from God only, John 5. 44. And after all 
this, with more, to tell us W. P. has not 
been ab/e to produce one precedent or (hadow of 
a Teſ{imony, tha tthe primitive Chriſtians uſed 
not the ordinary Civilities in their common diſ- 
courſe and Salutations, 1s, we think as much 
as to tell us,that they obeyed not the com- 
mand of Chriſt, or if they did, that the Sun 
doth not ſhine when ic appears in its. 
greateſt Luſtre. Then as to Language. 

If the Bp. means Thee and Thou to a 
ſingle perſon, we find in holy Writ all forts 
uſed it then, which if all did now, there 
would be no difference in that point between 
us and any other ſort of people : We could 
{ay much upon the fullſome and flattering 
Titles and Complements of the times, 
which, to be ſure, no precedent is to be - 
| found in the Scriptures for, and particularly 
thoſe Titles given to the Bp's. far beyond, 
and above, what ever was given to 7 mothy, 
or any others that weread of in holy Scrip- 
rure, who yet were endued with the Spirit 
and power of God beyond what any of our 
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Biſhops will pretend. to : But we ſtudy 
| brevity and will therefore be ſhort upon this 
Head, only before we end we muſt anſwer 
to the Title of rhe Ele Lady, who, the Bp. 
tells us, was a Chrittian Siſter of Quality, 
but Dr. Hammond a perſon of great note in 
rhe Church of England in his Annotations on 


the New Teſtament tells us, that dire&tion - 


2 John 1. to the Eleit Lady, wil! be beſt 
rendered, to the Ele Church or Congregation, 
ſee Wilſons Chriſtian Difionary more largely : 
Verbum Lady: and if ſo as Hammond lays, 
the Bp. is miſtaken in that inſcription, w 
be ſure art leaſt, chat he an@the Bp. differ 
in their Opinions thercin. Burt as to the 
word Lady, as it ſignifies a particular per- 
ſon, it is our practice ſometimes to call a 
Lady, the Lady ſuch ay oxe : or a Lord, the 
Lord ſuch an one ; which is no more rhen to 
fay ſuch a Lord, or ſuch a Lady, ſo called; 
not my Lord, nor my Lady, and ſo we end 
this Paragraph. 

The Bp's. next head p. 16, 17. is about 
Water Baptiſm, in which he docs, as in 0- 
ther caſes (as we take it, for want of beter 
Arguments ) endeavour to miſrepreſent 
W. P's.\enſe, as we ſhall plainly demon- 
ſtrate in what follows ; he begins thus,

The Bp. had avouched thoſe words 
of our Lord, Matt. 28. 19. was.au Inſtituti- 
on and command of Baptiſm with Water, and 
gave two ſubſtantial reaſons, which he holds to, 
. Baptizing with the holy Ghoſt was not in the 
Apoſtles power, therefore it could not be the 
thing commanded them. ( 2ly. ) Baptizing 
with Water was the Apoſtles and primitive 
prattice and has been ever ſince the prattice of 
the Church.

Baptized Cornelius with the holy Gioft : Now 
was there ever any thing more impertinent and 
znconſequent > while Perer ſpoke , &Cc. the 
holy Ghoſt fell on them, &c. therefore ( which 
was the point to be proved ) was it Peter's 
act and in his power to B:ytize with the holy 
Ghoſt? no the Spirit breat mi were it lijteth, 
John 5. 8. Bat Ged ( ſays Mr.P.) by the 

Apoſtles 
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| Apoſtles did Baptize Believers with the holy 


Ghoſt, (to which the Bp.anſwers, as we take 
it racitly granting the matter, Did he ſs 2 ) 
Then 'twas God Baptized them with the holy 
Ghoſt, and not the Apoſtles ; they were only 
inſtruments at pleaſure, as long as the alt was 
not principally theirs, it cannot be concluded 
hence to have been in their power. Thus. the 
Bp. 
Anſw. Reader, we mult deſire thy excuſe 
for this long citation, we could not well 
avoid it for the following reaſons ; ( 1ff.)

* in that Sermon was the Miniſter of the 
* Spiritual Baptiſm, to Corzelius and his 
 ©company. Now, [mpartial Reader, judg in 
the matter, was it poſlible for a Man to 
ſpeak more plain, then WW. P. doth here, 
that *rwas God by the Apoſtles, they as his 


Miniſters, were made able by him to Bap- 


tize Believers with the holy Ghoſt, and which 
was FT. P's. point to prove, and Which he 
did by others, as well as this Argument 
tho' the Bp. has overlookt them ; and what 
can be faid or who can be ſafe ? tho' ever 
{o plain, while it hath been the common 
practice of our Adverſaries to miſrepreſent 
us, as the Bp. hath now done by W. P. as 
if he ſhauld intend 'twas in the Apoſtles 
power to Baptize with the holy Ghoſt, ( lee 
the Bp's. own words ) But if we miltake 


him not, the Bp. himſelf ſeems to allow, 
thac 
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| that God did i»fruwentally Baptize Belicy- 
| ers, With the holy Ghoſt, ( we are ſure we 
intend not to wrong his Senſe, but his 
words to us ſeems to import no leſs, ) while 
he ſaith, Did he ſo? Then "twas God Bap- 
tized with the holy Ghoſt and not the Apoſtles, 
they were only inſtruments at pleaſure, as long 
as the act was not principally theirs it cannot 
be concluded hence to have been in their power. 
Nor did W. P. ever intend 'twas in the 
Apoſtles power, only as 1uſtruments in God's 
hand, and by his power andart his pleaſure, 
| they Baptized Believers with the holy Ghoſt ; 
' bur whether this was the Bp's: Intention or 
not we Will not determine, and ſo leave it; 
anJ return to the Argument, Thar it is 
plain not only from this Inſtance cited by 
{ the Bp. but by other Arguments advanced 
by W: P. ( which the Bp. paſt over in ſt- 
{ lence) that God did Baptize Believers 7#- 
ferumentally through the Apoſtles, and there- 
fore the Bp's. fir{t reaſon falls, and W. P's. 
takes place; Farther, whatſoever the A4- 
poſtles did in the diſcharge of their Ani/te- 
rial Office, whether as to Preaching, Heal- 
ing, or Baptizing, thzy were bur Tu{truments, 
it was all done by God through them, God 
ſpake through them, yer they laid to ſpeak ; 
he healed through them, yet they 1taid ro 
heal ; 10 to Baptize through them, and they 
faid co Baptize; And they were to Jo none 
ot 
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of theſe things, till they were exdued with 

power from on high, Luke 24.49. Acts 1, 4. 

Ibid. (17.) The Bp. procceds as one put 
to his thitts indeed, ( to give his own Term 
to W. P. when the Bp. told him, he proceeds 
to ſhifr on ) | Thus ] Bap!izing with the holy 
Ghoſt and with Fire, the words that Mr. P. al- 
ledges, p. 69. and runs upon was a ſpecial 
Prerogative of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt's predidted 
ouly of him, Matt. 4. 11. ( which thouid be 
3- LIL.) and fulfilled only by him, Acts 2. 
not by any Man ever Living. The Bps. firſt 
1 then is true. ( \ays he ) 

' Anſw. If ſaying were proving the Bp. has 
done it, nor will this Argument avail him 
any more then the former, notwithſtanding 
it ſeems as ifhe would divide fre from the 
Baptiſm of the holy Ghoſt, and only allow it 
to be fulfilled, Ads 2. Indeed if he had 
{aid the Cloven Tongues of fire, it had been 
more tollerable , bur thar fre (1. e. the 
Spiritual fire ) was to accompany the Bap- 
tiſm of the holy Ghoſt, when they were Bp- 
rized with the Spirit, is very plainly prove- 
able from Scriprure, as well from thar Text 
which the Bp. has brought ( to prove 'twas 
only fulfilled, As. 2, ) as from otiicrs. 
Thus, Matt. 3. 11. Fobn Tcils many of che 
wicked Phariſees and Saducees which came 
to his Baptiſm and whom he called a gene- 
ration of Vipers, / indeed Baptize you with 
Water 
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Water, &c. but Fe (Chriſt) ſhall Baptize you 
with the holy Ghoſt and with fire : As if he had 
ſaid, you, or who ever are Baptized with 
the Baptiſm of Chriſt ſhall be Baptized wirh 
the holy Ghoft, and with fire. Now we ſup- 
pole the Bp. will hardly plead that all thoſe 
Foha then did ſpeak unto, were of char 
number, Ats. 2. conſequently then Fire 
accompanied with tlie holy Ghoſt, was td 
extend to others as well as it did to thoſe 
Diſciples, Acts. 2, which we ſhall farther 
prove: In the mean time with reſpect ro 
the Bp's. opinion in the matter, as we can- 
not wonder ar it, ſo neircher do we think 


" him a competent Fadg, whether Fire accom- 


panies the Baptiſm of the Spirit or nor ; 
becauſe we do not find he prerends to the 
holy Ghoft, unleſs to be obtained by outward 
means ; however let the Bp's. opinion be 
what it will, we cannot but aumire he 
ſhould affirm ſo contrary to plain Scripture 
( not only in the above bur in whar fol- 
lows ) as that the Baptiſm pred:ifed Marr: 
3, Ii. was only fulfilled Ads 2. whereas if 
we credit the Apoiiic we ſhall find it orher- 
wiſe ; thus Acdts. Ii. 15, 16. And as [ be- 
gas to ſpeak the holy Ghojt fell on them as on 
us in the begining, then remembred I thz 
word of the Lard, hw he ſaid, John indeed. 
Baptized with Water, but ye {hail be Baptized 
with the holy Ghojt : Here Peter refers co the 
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pouring ferth of the holy Goft, at the time 
of Pentecoſt, and the margiml note in the 
Bible , refers to: Chap. 2. 4. which ſhews' 
that Babtizing with the holy Ghoſt was not 
fulfilled by Chriſt at that time mentioned 
Afts. 2. 4. but that ir continued in the 


Church, and was diſpenſed through the . 


Apoſtles miniſtry afterwards; ſo not fulfill- 
ed only by Chrift as the Bp. faich. How 
then came the Bp. to fail into this miſtake, 
he will do well ro conſider whether it be 
net for want of inward acquaintance with 
the Spirit, by which he would experimen- 
tally have witneſled, that Spiritual fire doth 


accompany the holy Ghoſt. As to what he * 


faith of the prerogatzve of Chriſt we aſcribe 
to it, as much as he can do; bur then we 
ſay, he that had and hath all power in Hea- 
ven and Earth, Mate. 28. 18. could and 
did enable rhe Apoſtles 7u/krumentally to 
Baptize Believers with che holy Ghoſt, as has 
been ſhewn by W. P. Now as to the By's. 
Second Reaſon, 

Tbid. 17. That Water was the thing com - 
manded, Matt. 28. 19. and that the A- 
poltles practice in Baptizing with Water,was 
in obedience to that command ; which 
aſſertion of his depending upon that com- 
miſſion, we now come to conſider the ſame, 
by which if it appears that Water was not 
there commanded, it thence follows, _— 

the 
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the Apoſtles did in that of Water was 
pradtice and not 1uſtization ; thus the Text 
Matt. 28. 19. Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations Baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the holy Ghoſt. 
Now that we are not to underſtand Water 
. was intended by this commiſſion appears 
( Tf. ) Becauſe here is not a word of Water 
mentioned. ( 2ly. ) Becauſe the Baptiſm of 
Chriſt was the Baptiſm of the Spirit, ſpoken 
to in ſhort by us and more largely proved 
by W. P. ( 3ly. ) Becauſe we find the A- 
poltles as zu/truments- did by the power of 
God ( not of them ſelves ) Baptize Believers 
with the holy Ghoſt, as proved allo by I. P. 
Laſtly becauſe we no where read, when the 
Apoſtles uſed Water in outward Baptiſm, 
they followed the terms of that Commillion 
( as they ought to have done had they un- 
derſtood it Water ) by doing it i» the name 
of the Father, Son, and holy Ghoſt ; Bur did 
it iu the name of the Lord, or Lord Feſus, in 
which laſt form, pratticers of Water Bap- 
tiſm in our day would ( we ſuppoſe ) not 
think it rightly performed. Now for theſe 
realons ( with others, which for brevity 
we omit ) we have no ground at all ro be- 
lieve that Water was commanded by that 
commiliion ; but on the contrary that the 
Baptiſm of Chriſt by his Spirir, was intend- 
ed thereby ; conſequently then what the 

F:3  _ Apoliles 
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Apoſtles did in uſe of Water mult be prafice 
and not yftitution, as were the many legal 
Rites, Circumciſion, Purifications , Vows, 
Shavings, &c. which we find they alto 
practized as well as Water Baptiſm, even 
after they had received the holy Ghoſt. Far- 
ther we donot find any of the Apolties men- 


tioning Water Baptiſm, to be any part of 


their miſſion, nor yet recommending the 
practice of it, in their Epittles to any of the 
gathered Churches in the firſt ſettlement, 
_ tho' they do tar leſſer things then { ſome in 
our day account of ) Water Baptiſm, and 
ſince they are ſilent cherein, we may well 
conclude, that their practice in that of Wa- 
fer was not from that command , Matt. 
28. 19. but on che ſame foot they did thoſe 
other Lega/ things before mentioned : Nay 
we find that great Apoſtle Paul was fo far 
from believing Water Baptiſm to be any part 
of his commilion, that he not only thaxks 
God he Baptized no more of tne Corinthians, 
x Cor. 1. 14. but adds in the. 17. Verl. 
[Te was not ſent to Baptize, Again altho' he 
writ an Epiitle ro the Fpheſtans, and in 
Acts 29 tells them, be had not ſhuned to 
declare unto them all the counſel! of God, Yer 
not a word of a Command for Water Bap- 
tiſm. Bur on the other hand ſpeaks of, and 
recommends in ſeveral Epiſtles the one Bap. 
tiſm of che Spirit, ice, Eph. 4.5, 1 Cor. Lt. 
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T3. Gal. 3. 27. Thus then the Bp's. ſecond 
reaſon, that Water was commanded by thar 
commiſllicn falls with his firſt. Reader, be 
pleaſed to mind, that in what we have ſaid 
upon this head about Baptiſm, and ſhall 
ſay next upon the Supper, is not ar all in- 
tended for a full diſcuſſion of theſe two 
points, only as dire Anſwers to the Bp's. 
Objections, Not ſeing any need ar preſent 
for luch a Treatiſe, in regard great part of 
W, P's. Arguments upon thoſe two heads 
( in thirty Pages of his Defexce ) lye unan- 
{wered by the Bp. and in particular that of 
Infant Baptiſm, which was a main and prel- 
ſing point for the Bp. to have cleared, rho' 
we do not find he has taken the leaſt no- 
tice of it in his Reply: and after all the Bp's. 
great talk of a divine authoriry for Water 
Baptiſm, "rwill be hard for him, nay be- 
yond his power, eirher to find Command or 
Example trom Scriprure for what he calls 
Baptiſm. When Water was uſed in prune: 
tive times they Repented, Believed, and 
were Baptized { that is dipped ar plunged. } 
Now Jufants, neither capable of good or evil 
arc ſprinkled on the Face with a little Water, 
a meer humane Invention ; and as we find no 
command or Example in Scripture for ſuch 
a practice, ſo neirher do we know how it 
can be called Baptiſm at all ; and as this is 
the Bp's, Caſe, till he had proved, or at 
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leaſt vindicated his own praRice by Scrip- 
ture, from whence he pretends to judg the 
Quakers, we think he ought to have been 
more ſparing in his charges againſt them. 
Reader, it any Objections remain in thy 
mind, with retpect to theſe heads of Rap- 
tiſm and the Supper, we refer thee to I. Fx. 
Defence and R. B's. Apology who largely 
treat on theſe Subjects. And to draw 
cowards a concluſion upon the Bp's. two 


Reaſons, ſince it hath appeared by W. P's. 


Defence ( notwithſtanding any. thing the 


Bp. has urged to the contrary ) that the 


Apoſtles did by the power of God, and as in 
Siruments in his hand , Baptize Believers 
with the holy Ghoſt, and ſince it doth not 
appear ( nor can be proved ) Water was 
intended by that commiſſion , Matt. 28. 
I9. It therefore follows, that the Bp's. rewa 
{ubſtantial Reaſons ( as he calls them ) 
falls to the ground. A little more we have 
from the Bp. about Baptiſm, and then for 
the preſent thall have done with this hcad. 


( P. 18.) The Bp. tells us WW. P. ful 


well knows the Church of England Men no 
more allow Water Baptiſm to be ſufficient to 
the Salvation of Adult Perſons, without the 
New Creature, or Baptiſm of the Spirit, then 
he does. 
 Anſw. ( 1ft. ) If not to Adult Perſons, 
we Query whether the Bp. thinks Water 
ns) | Baptiſm

' Baptifm is ſufficient to 'the Salvation of A- 
; fants. ( 2ly. ) Since the Baptiſm of the Spi- 
rit is an 2z#ward work, and the means there, 
how doth this agree with what the Bp. ſays 

( P. 23.) That people are now made holy 
by the uſe of outward means, &c. Let the 
Bp: reconcile theſe if he can. 

The Next is about the outward Supper 
in the uſe of Bread and Wine, and the Bp. 
| begins with citing no Page, as well as 
| {ſtepping over five Pages at once of W. P's. 

Defence , tho' afterwards he looks back to 
carp at the words | Wine from Heaven ] 
Reader ſee the Defence. p. 92. to 107. and 
| compare with the Bp's. Reply, how little of 
| fifteen Pages the Bp. has anſwered, as well 
| as the former about Baptiſm ; but perhaps 
| the greateſt part , which lies unanſwered, 
are /ittle Cavils and poor Evafions with him, 
tho' we don't believe, they will be foto 
the Impartial Reader, This is, we confels, a 
| Ccompendious way as the Bp. told us. 

P. 18. It flands, ( faith the Bp. ) ( viz. 
the Supper ) upon the ſame immoveable faun- 
dation with the Baptiſm, &Cc. | 
| Anſw. *Twill then follow if the Bp's. 
| Foundation for Water Baptiſm be not ſound, 
| as hath been ſhewn above, it is nor, rhis 
| of the Supper muſt be the ſame. Bur the 
Bp. proceeds with a heavy charge and ex- 


clamation againſt IF. P. as if he were _ 
| = only 
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only guilty of a miſtake, bur in all appear- 
ance,, ( as he ſays ) of wilful prevarication 
in miſreporting his words, that he might have 
Something to except againſt ; tor ſays the Bp. 
of W. P. the Bp. wit have this Supper four 
times repeated in the New Teſtament. 
Whereas the Bp. xells us his woras reſpect- 
ed the command for the Supper , and not the 
Supper -it ſelf : and in concluſion of his Para- 
graph ends with a Queſtion thus, 1s there 
not a vaſt difference betwixt theſe two aſſerti- 
ons, This Supper was four times repeated, and 
the command for the Supper 1s four times re- 
peated, which laſt was moſt evidently the B's. 
ſence > Thus the Bp. 

Anſw, "Tis certainly a great leſſening to 
the Bp. to make ſo greata noilc, to {o litrle 
purpoſe, from whence we conclude, that 
either the Bp. hoped to amule his Reader 
by being ſo Critical about a word, or ele 
he was very ſhort ſighted in his Argument 
in rendeting I. P. guilty of wilful prevari- 
cation, While the Bp, overlookt his plain 
words, as well as ſenſe, in what followed. 
'Tis true W. P. mentions the Sapper, as the 
Bp. faith, four times repeated, but nothing 
can be plainer then that he intended the 
gmmand for the Supper, while immediately 
after he has the word command leveral times 
over, in relation to the Supper : pray Read-

ſec, what ſomething [7 P. could get againſt

peared, ( as the Bp. faith ) in all the New 
Teſtament, for, as W. P. ſaid, we muſt fay 
over again, that which looks molt like a 
command is in Luke. 22. 19. ( to the pre- 
ſent Diſciples ) where he has thoſe words, 
Do this in remembrance of me? the other 
Evangeliſts, Matthew and Mark, give only 
a relation of the Supper, without thoſe 
words, and Fohn ſays nothing of ir at all. 
Then as to Pau/ he comes, 1 Cor. 11. and 
gives the Corinthians a rehearſal thereof, 
upon their great abuſe of that practice, in 
ſuch words as do not import a command, 
bur as often as they uſed it, they ſhewed 
forth the Lords Death till he came ; his words 
cannot be called a command : But ſuppoling 
( not allowing ) they could, yet the Bp. 
muſt ſtill be at a loſs, to find the command 
for the Supper four times repeated in theſe 
words, Do this in remembrance of me 2 Be- 
cauſe we do not find taem but three times 
expreſsly mentioned in all the Scriptures ; 
and bur one of thoſe times, can reaſonably 
| be called a command art all ; if fo it was not 
repeated at all : nor will the Bp's. Argument 
that the command was four times repeated 
hold good, unleſs he prove it five times 
mentioned, and fo we leave it upon the Bp. 

and proceed. | 
Tbid. 18. Says the Bp. of W. P. he pro- 
ceeds to what is more dangerous ( —_— 
CIC 
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| then the prevarication ) plainly fo diffuſe + 
| bus Poiſon, this coming of Chriſt was Spiritual. 
Anſw. We mult needs ſay 'tis a very un- 
charitable expreſſion without cauſe, and if 
ic were ſuch Po;ſonous Dofrine, why did not 
the Bp. confure the ſubſtancial Scripture 
| Arguments, by which W. P. proved his 
| Aſſertion, which he ought to have done, 
{ before he uſed ſuch an expreſſion ; But that 
| the Bp. has not done, unleſs carping ar 
| words and reviling him be doing it, as will 
appear in what follows. And firit he begins 
with reproaching W. P. for paraphraſing upon 
| theſe Texts, Matt. 26. 29. Mark. 14. 25. 
| Tuke 22. 18. where Chriſt rold his Diſci- 
| ples, He would drink no more of the fruit of 
the Vine, till he drank it new with them in the 
Kingdom of Heaven ; upon which W.P. para- 
phraſed and called Chriſt bread and Wine 
from Heaven. See his Defence ( p. 98.) 
whereupon rhe Bp.. reviles ( according to 
Iris uſual way ) and tells him, that he and 
his Brethren uſes to make, and wreſt Scripture, 
&c. By Mr. P's. favour ( ſays the Bp. ) the 
Scripture no where ſlileth Chriſt Wine from 
Heaven. 
Anſw. Tf we had dealt thus with the Bp, 
. for downright perverſions and wreſting 
Scripture ( as we have before proved ) as 
he hath done W. P. without realon or 


ground, we muſt tell the Bp. we ſhould 
have 


have treated him at another rate then we 
have done. But to the matter. Where did 
W.P. fay the Seripture 1o ſaid 2 he only 
drew a natural conſequence fromthe words 
of Chriſt, and the Text it ſelf is ſo plain, 
that it needs no comment to prove W, P's. 
paraphraſe thereon : for what drink or Wine 
was that which was to be drank in the 
Kingdom of Heaven , but Wine from Hea- 
ven ? and who was Wine from Heaven 2 
but Chriſt 2 who as he promiſed to drint 
with them, ſo he promiſed, Revelations, 3. 
20. to Sup with thoſe that opened their hearts 
wito him : Now who but a Man that want- 
ed matter and was willing ro take occaſion 
to revile would Carp, &©c. as the Bp. did, 
more eſpecially, while Chritt is called a 
Vine, Bread from Heaven, Water, &c. with 
a multitude of other Metaphorical Appelati- 
ons in Scripture, and had the Bp. been ſo 
well acquainted with rhe comfortable pre- 
ſence of Chriſt, as a truly Spiritual Man 
(which he pretends to be) Really is, &c.he 
would neyer have reviled VW. P. as he did 
on that account. 

P. 19. The Bp. goes on telling us the 
Apoſtles continued the uic of Bread and 
Wine after Chriſt was Spiritually come ; there- 
forc ſays he, his ſhewing forth his Death till 
he came, was not by them underi/oed of his in- 
ward and Spiritual appearance, bat of his ſecond 

coming, 
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coming to Judgment ; for in that Caſe feeling 
ſo fully, his being come in their hearts, they 
would have defiſted. 

Anſw. Altho' the Apoſtles did feel Chri/# 
Spiritually come into their hearts, and might 
alſo ſee no real neceſſity for keeping up this 
practice; yet it doth not therefore follow, 
they would have preſently deſiſted for theſe 
or the Like Reaſons. x7. Becauſe they might 
think ir needful ro indulge the weak and 
carnal minded Chriſtians among them, who 
wanted ſuch a ſign to keep up their minds 
in remembrance of Chriſts Blood, which, was 
ſhed for them ; and that ſuch weak and car- 
nal believers were among them appears 
plainly by the ſharp and reprehenſive expreſ- 
ſions in the Epiſtles writ by the Apoſtles to 
ſome of them ; likewiſe it ptainly appears 
by Scripture, that altho Chri/t was comein 
Spirit to ſome, he was not ſo come in Spji- 
rit to others, who yet waited for his com- 
ing, ſee James 5.7, 8. 1 Cor. I. 7. Second- 
ly, this praftice might be continued among 
them, were it onely that we find it contri- 


bured ro keep up a Brotherly Felowſhip and 


Communion in the Jufancy of the Church, which 
appears from, Adts 2. 46. and they continuing 

ayly with one accord in the Temple, and 
breaking Bread from Houſe to Houſe, did cat 
their meat with gladneſs , and fingleneſs of 
Heart, And here we may a little co.npare 
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the preſent pradtice of thoſe, who uſe this 
Ceremony, With thoſe in the primitive times 
( becauſe the Bp. has ſomething of it ) 
| Their Breaking Bread was joyned with Eat- 
ing their Meat,quite contrary to the practice 
now adays, and not only in that, bur other 
reſpets rhey diſagree, as W. P. hath noted. 
Again how widely do they differ in their 
opinions of the thing it ſelf, *tis now called 
and believed by rhe Papi/ts to be the very 
Body and Blood of Chriſt, and the Proteſtants 
in the uſe of outward Bread and Wine, ſay 
that the Bozy and Blood of Chriſt is in a 
Spiritual manner partaken of under that fig; 
whereas in the primitive times; the uſe and 
extent thereof, as Paul tells us, 1 Cor. tr. 
was 7n remembrance of and ſhewing forth 
Chriſts Death till he came, which we believe 
was Sprritual, in relation to that fign. ( 31. ) 
Why might nor the Apoſtles as well conti- 
nue in the practice of this /ig# ( after 
Chriſt was Spiritually conie in their Hearts ) 
as in the practice of Circumciſion , Purt- 
' fications, Vows, Shavings and other /egal 
rites; many Inſtances of which appear 
plain in Scripture, which we might Inſtance 
bur ſhall be brief and tcll the Reader, thar 
what we have and ſhall write on this head 
is not intended for a Treatiſe thereof, only 
as in Anſwer to the Bp's. Objections, refer: 


ring the Reader as before to I. P's. ain

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and R. B's. Apology, who largely tteats of 
this Subject. The Bp. proceeds, 
bid. 19. To invalidate IW. P's. allegati- 
on that Baptiſm and the Sypper were not

Ts 1c not very ſtrange rhat che Bpi 
who in p. 3. zells Mr. P. ( as he called 
him ) as to his Paper once for all, implication 
of Paith is not a profeſſion of Faith, and not 
only ſo, but would almolt anchriftian us, 
for not being more explicit in thar Paper 
C Goſpel Truths ) ſhould now tell us. by be- 
heving rhe holy Catholick Ehurth, the Cons+ 
munion of Saints, that the points in Queſtt- 
on namely Baptiſm and the Supper, &c. are 
implyed : We, muſt needs tell him, and all 
may ſee that cither he aſſumes a Latitude to 
himſelf by a ſtrange fort of zmplication, fax 
beyond what he will allow W. P. and the 
(uuakers, or it muſt be confeſt that Water 
Baptiſm and the outward Supper ( and which

common prattice, ( at leaſt have done ſo) till 
of very. late Tears. 
Anſw. If charges were proofs in rheſe and 
other Inſtances, the Bp. had no doubt made 
us ſome of the worſt of People, but to be 
reviled and abuſed without cauſe has fallen 
ro our lot, which we may not ſtrange as 
ſince it was the lot of the Apoſtles and pri- 
mitive Chriſtians from the Men of that 


aze,.and more eſpecially from the chief 


Prieſts. Now as to that groſs and unchari- 
table refletion upon our getting Money, 
we have already jpoken to ic before, ſo ir 
needs no farther anſwer here ; But that we 
appeal to the Searcher of Hearts, who bell 
knows wherher we have preferred, or re- 


garded worldly things above the things of 


God. 

| But as to Prayer, we ſay it is a falſe 
charge, that we ever did, either for worldly 
gain, or upon any other account Reſtrain, Ne- 
gleft, or lay afide Prayer , either of late 
Years or from the beginning.

7 will Pray with the Spirit, &c,——This ſort 
of Prayer we dearly own, and to Gods 
aife without boaſting we caſay, we have 
had and till have it trequently among us, 
not only in our publick Meetings, but alſo in 
private Families, both Yocally and Internally, 
and not only io, bur we are taught by che 
help of the Spirit to Pray in Spirit every 
where, according to 1 72m. 2.8. as wellin

unto 2 ſurely we may, and if for theſe 
things we are accounted boaſters, we mul 
and ſhall be content to bear chis reproach 
with the relt. 

Ibid. { 22. ) Zo ſpeak , ſays the Bp. zo 
the true Notion of Spirituality, ſuch Spiritual 
Perſons as Mr. P. pretends to be, and as the 4- 
poſtle ſpeaks of, 1 Cor.

Anſw. It would rake up much time and 
Paper to be 1o large upon theſe Objections 
of the Bp's. as we could be, to ſhew how 
that through the coming tn of the Apoltacy 
Men becamBWourfide and nominal Chriſtians, 
by forſaking and neglefting the inward 
guidance of the Grace and Spirit of God, and 
inſtead thereof fet up outward Forms, and 
Preſcriptions of Men : But we ſhall be brief, 
and only add this, that God in his thnnite 
goodneſs is bringing his Church out of 
the Wilderneſs, and from the teachings of 
Man, to the teachings of his good Spirit. But 
to proceed. - 

Firſt. As to ſuch extraordinary and Mi- 
racuious Gifts of the Spirit, as of healing 
the Diſeaſed, and ſpeaking with tongues which 
the Apoltles had, we thall at preſent only 
return the Bp. the ſame anſwer, which the 
firſt Proteſtants uſually gave the Papiſts,who 
demanded a confirmation of their New 
Doctrine ( as they termed it ) by Miracles ; 
co which the Proteſtants replied that they 
Preached no New Goſpel, but the ſame which 
was confirmed before by Miracles, and 
therefore needed, no new ones to confirm 
it; and alſo that Fohn the Baptiſt with many 
of the Prophets, tho' immediately and ex- 

| traordh- 


traordinarily called, yer did no Miracles 
that we read of ; and the ſame anſwer may ' 
ſerve for us, while we have always been 
ready to confirm our Doctrine by holy 
Scripture : but altho' ſuch extraordinary 
Gifts of Tongues, O&c. are ceaſed, yet it 
doth not therefore follow, we ought to ne- 
gle the inward teachings and. dictates of 
the holy Spirit of God, which is given to 
Chriſtians, as a ſtanding perpetual rule, and 
more immediate guide under the New Coves 
nant to walk by, and without which they 
cannot rightly perform their duty to God, 
as we have ſhewn before. ( p. gg ) As to 
that Text, x Cor. 13. 8. brought by the 
Bp. "Tis. plain thoſe Gifts there mentioned 
were to ceaſe, by giving way to what was 
more excellent, more perfect ; ſee Vo. 
II, I2. following and not by being 
ſucceeded by what is more carnal, and de- 
ſtitute of the Sp7r2t ; bur leaving this at pre-- 
ſent we ſhall attend the Bp's. Objection, 
which. relates to the Miniltry , viz. that 
noue can now Preach in the Demonſtration of 
the Spirit and power. 

To which we anſwer, If that were ſo, 
then none can preach as the Oracles of God, 
nor in preaching be beneficial to the People, 
ſince the. holy Scripture tells us, that the 
Spirit is a neceſſary and eſſential qualifica- 
tion to conſtitute a Miniſter of Chriſt which

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we ſhall prove, ( 1/f. ) from Jeſus Chriſt 
himſelf , when he gave the Apoſtles thar 
commiſſion Matt. 28. 19. to Preach , he. 

Teaching them to 
obſerve all things, whatſoever I hxve command- 
ed you, and lo I am with you alway, even to 
the end of the World. We hope none will 
be ſo trifling as to ſay, this Command ex- 
rended only to the Apoſtles, if any ſo weak 
( to think fo ) then the foregoing Yerſ. 19. 
Abour Baptizing ( which they fuppote Wa- 
ter ) mult likewile extend no farther ; bur 
ſuppoſing none ſo weak, thus to: object, 
yet ſome My Query how was Chrilt to be 
with his Miniſters to the end of the world 2 
Was it not by the holy Scripture, the our- 
ward, means now left ro Chriftians 2 To 
this Xt anſwer, 'twas by his Spirit, which 
we prove from Chri words, Fohn 14. 
16. I will pray the Father and he ſhall give 
you another comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever. Verl. 17. Even the Spirit of 
trath, he dwelleth with you and ſhall be in you. 
Ver. 26. The comforter , the holy Ghoſt he 
ſhall teach you all things ( faith Chriſt ) Fohn 
£5. 5. Without me ( ſaith Chriſt ) ye cas 
do nothing : from thete with more Texts of 
Scriprure, tis plain that Chriſt by his Sp-- 
rift was to be with his truly conſticuced 
Miniſters to the endof the World, by whom 
they were taught all things, and withour 
whom

whom they could do nothing, atid purſuant 
to that commiſſion and promite of Chri/t, 


the Apoſtles were called, commiſſionared, 


and did Preach by the Spirit, according to 
2 Cv. 3. 0. G48. 1. It, 12, 1 Cor. v. 

and we do not find the Apoſtles did confine 
the Spirit to themſelves only, but did re- 
commend the ſame Gift of the Spirit as the 
neceſſary qualification ro the conſtiruring a 
Miniſter of the Goſpel. ( thus) 1 Peter 4. 
IO, It. As every Man hath received the Gift, 
even ſo miniſter the ſame one to another as 
good flewards of the manifold Grace of God. 
If any Man ſpeak let him ſpeat as the Oracles 
of God; If any Man miniſter, let him do it as 
of the —_— which God giveth,that God in all 
things may be Glorified. Which we take to 
be as much as if he had ſaid none owght to 
ſpeak or miniſter about the things of God, 
but by the Gift of his holy Spirit, and who 
ever doth not ſo ſpeak or miniſter cannot in 
ſo doing do it to the Glory of God. We could 
cite more Scriptures to the ſame purpoſe, 
which for brevity ſake we omit : theſe may 
ſuffice to ſhew that whoever pretends to be 
a Miniſter of Chriſt, cannot be cruly ſuch. 
without the Qualification of and being Com- 
miſſionated by the holy Ghoſt : And as to 
the Bp's. ſaying, that W. P. nor none can 
now Preach in demonſtration of the Spirit and 
Power, "tis but his bare aſſertion, and more 
i x 
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then he can prove.——But -as to the Bp's, 
part, we may be ſure he cannot ſo Preach 
ſince he denics it to all, and while he thus 
allerts, he will do well to conſider, how he 
came by his Miniſtry, ſince Chrift promiſed 
ro be with his Miniſters to the end of the 
World, and that his Spiri# was to continue 
with and in them for ever; from which 
Gift of his Spiriz, they were to ſpeak ( ac- | 
cording to the Apoſtle ) .as the Oracles of | 
God, which to be ſure cannot be but in de- 
monſtration of the Spirit and Power. | 
Having thus Proved the Spirit to be.a ne- 
celilary Qualification to the conſtituting a 
Miniſter of Chriit, we now come to. conſi- | 
der the Bp's. outward way to Holypeſs and 
Spirituallity, in which we ſhall find him 
as much out of the way as in the laſt. 
The Bp. Proceeds. | 

P. ( 23.) People are now made holy by the 
uſe of outward means and grow up in Grace by 
degrees , yet in both caſes, as to Gifts as well 
as Folineſs, there are thoſe, who by Analogy 
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aud-Proportion, may ſtill be termed Spiritual, 
that is, there are perſons, who by ſtudy and 
induſtry attain to ſpeak with tongues," &c. 
Others who having from the holy Scriptures, 
which were indited by the Spirit of God, learnt 
the mind of the Spirit, and, being in their 
hearts perſwaded of the Truths 'and Duties 
they have thence learnt, and felt their Sout

| Anſw. The Bp. hath here aſlerted' upon 
| his own authority and without proof, that 
People are now made holy by the uſe of outward 
means, and that there are thoſe, who by Study 
and induſtry attain to ſpeak with tongues, may 
| be termed Spiritual: But contrary hereunto 
i rhe holy Scriptures do abundantly prove, 
viz. That People are made holy and Spiri- 
tual by inward means, as we ſhall plainly 
ſhew, only before we proceed we will here 
again give the holy Scriptures their due place, 
and allow them to be whatloever they ſay 
of themſelves, according to theſe or any 
other Texts, Rom. 15, 4. 2 Tim. 3. 15, 
I6, 17. believing them to be rhe beſt 
Writings extant in the World, and we love 
honour -and eſteem them beyond all otherg 
and are fſo far from laying them afide as 
uſeleſs, thar we ſay they are inſtrumental, 
a furtherance and help to Believers in the 
work of: the Lord ; but then we fay 'tis 
through Faith which is the fruir of the

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Spirit, Gal. 5. 22. And thus they furniſh- 
ed the Man of God, 2 Tim. 3. 17. for 19 
he was to be, that received thoſe benefits 
by them ; and we are ſo far from excluding 
the holy Scriptures from being helpful and 
beneficial to us, that we exclude not other 
outward and inſtrumental means, as Preach- 
ing, &c. But ſtill we fay it is by the Gift 
of the holy Spirit, by rhe illumination of 
which ( and as the foundation ) all out- 
ward means become beneficial and ſervice- 
able tous ; and thus, Ads 16. 14---Lydia 
---Whoſe heart the Lord opened that ſhe at- 
tended unto the things which were ſpoken by 
Pau]. Here 'twas the Lord opened the 
heart of Lydia, by which means as the 
efficient cauſe Paul's preaching became ct- 
feual to her; thus much briefly as to the 
boly Scriptures. Now to the Bp's. words 
before Cited, wherein he has aſſerted, that 
People are now made holy by the uſe of out- 
ward means, and from the Scriptures learnt 
the mind of the Spirit, Whereas we ſay the 
principal agent and by which People are 
made holy, is the Grace and Spirit of God, 
which we now come to prove by Scripture. 
Thus, r Fohs 2. 27. But the anointing ye 
have received, abideth in you, and ye need not 
that amy Man teach you, but as the ſame a- 
noznting teacheth you of all things, Rom. 1. 19. 
But that which may be known of God is mani-

feſt in them, for God hath ſhewed it unto them.

it : Thus the Slorhful Servant, Matt. 25. 


18. had a Talent tho' he made no uſe of it, 


and the Phariſees, the worſt of Chriſts ene- 


mies, Luk. 17. 21. had the Kingdom of 


Heaven within them, Thus having ſhewn 


( by a few of the many Texts we could 
produce ) the means to be inward ; We now, 
come to prove People are made holy by this 


inward means, Viz. the Gift of the holy Spi- 


rit——Rom. 8. 13. If ye threugh the Spirit 


do mortifie the deeds of the Body, ye ſhall live ; 


but if ye live after the Fleſh ye ſhall die, 
I Cor. 6. 9, IO, II. XAnow ye not that the 
unrighteous ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of 
God.-----Neither Fornicators, Idolators, Adul- 
terors,----Thieves, Covetous, Drunkards, Re- 
wvilers, Extortioners,----and ſuch were ſome of 


you, but ye .are waſhed, Sanftified, Fuſtified 


in the name of our Lord Feſus and by the Spi- 
rit of eur God, Eph. 4. 7. Unto every one 15 


given Grace, according to the meaſure of the 


Gift of Chriſt, Titus 2. 11. The Grace of 
God that bringeth Salvation hath appeared 
unto all Men, teaching us that denying ungod- 
lineſs and Worldly Luſts we ſhould live ſeberly, 
righteoufly, and godlily in this preſent World. 
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'Eph.'s; 9, 10. The fruit of the Spirit.is all 
Goodneſs, Righteouſneſs , and Truth. . Again 
 Fohn 16. 13. the Spirit was to guide into al 
truth ; then the Children of God were ro be 
led by his: Spirit, and: none were his, but 
ſuch as was guided thereby, Rom. 8.9, 14. 
In ſhort 'tis needleſs ro bring more of the 
numerous Scripture Teſtimonies which 
might be ciced ro provethis point, but theſe 
may ſuffice to ſhew that People arc made 
holy by the Grace and Spirit of God withiz 
Men and.not by outward means, as the Bp. 
Phach aſſerted, and the ſame way they are 
made holy, they are likewife made Spiritual, 
it being impoſiible to be a holy Man withour 
being Spiritual, lee Rom. 8. 6. To be Spi- ; 
ritually minded is life and peace——And 
tne way whereby Men become Spiritual is 
by the Spirit of God according to. x Cor. 
2. IO. tO 15, But contrary hereunto the | 
Bp tells us, There are thoſe who by Analogy 
and Proportion may be ſtill termed Spiritual 
that is there are perſons who by ſtudy and in- 
duſiry attain to ſpeak with tongues, &c. We 
ask then, whether wicked Men who have 
attained to ſpeai with rongues, are not of 
the number of rhe &'ps. Spiritual Men? and 
whether his definition of Spzritual Men is 
not ſuch as zatura! Men may attain unto ? 
As to the Bp's. telling us of the power of 
the Spirit, and again, the conduct of the holy 
| Ghoſt 


Ghoſt leading them by Scripture into all Truth, 
as well as holineſs, He mull notbe diſpleaſed 
if we tell him, that we know no ſuch lan- 
guage in holy Scripture, as leading by 
Scripture into all Truth : On the contrary, 
the Scriptures themſelves do aſcribe Holi- 
neſs and Truth tothe Spirit direQly, as 
we have ſhewn, to which purpofe , we'l 
add one Text here, John 15. 13. when he, 
( the Spirit of Truth ) is come he will guide 
you' into all Truth ; but upon what ground 
or with what reaſon can the Bp: ſpeak of 
the Spirit and the holy Ghoſt > when he firſt 
rold us, People are now made holy by the uſe 
of outward means, And from the Scriptures 
have learnt the mind of the Spirit, whereas 
the work of the Spirit is within, as wehave 
already proved.' If he ſhall retract, and rell 
us, as the holy Scripture doth, that People 
are led into all Zrath and Holineſs by the 
Spirit, we ſhall then agree in thar point. 
Ibid. ( 23.) The Bp. goes on, telling us 
the ſeveral etfeets producible in his way of 
SpirituMiry and Holineſs, and TO ſays 
thus, *T.kt ſuch Perſons as theſe be allowed to 
be Spiritual; and if ſo, the Bp. ſays he doubts 
not but there will be-found more ſuch who are 
no Quakers, then who really are ; and parti- 
eularly the Bp. claims to be ſuch an one him- 
ſelf, and challenges Mr. P, to prove the Con- 
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Anſw. We will not difter with him about 
the numbers of his ſort of Spiricually made 
Men, and that they do excced the Quakers, 
believing it true ; But we have already 
proved the Bp's. outward way, and the Scrip- 
' Fures inward way to Holinels and Spiritual- 
lity do widely ditter, and as they ſo do, 
the effects in reallity muſt do the ſame, and 
therefore we ſhall be very brief with the 
Bp. as to his challenge, and tell him, tho' 
we allow him alſo to be a Spiritual Man, 
according to his outward way of making 
them, yet. P. nor we need not goe abour 
ro prove that he is no Spiritual Man, ac- 
cording to Scripture Definition, ſince he has 
fo eftectually done it himſelf. Thus much 
as to Spirituality and Holineſs. 

Thid ({ 24. ) The Bp. proceeds, as to 
emptineſs the Bp. craves pardon if he be at a 
loſs what Mr. P. means thereby. 

Anſw. Why the Bp. at a loſs, ſince. P. 
ſpoke ſo very plain as to the emptineſs of 
the Clergy, while in p. 107, 108. he tells 
him "tis preaching without the Spirit ig,a life- 
leſs bas þ humane miniſtry, and ſuch gs were 
made Miniſters by humane Learning and Au- 
_ #hority, whereas the Miniſters of Chriſt be- 
came ſuch by the Qualifications an Gifts 
of the Spirit, as he had proved, and which 
is further confirmed by us,

fince Mr. P's. acceſſion to them, it muſt be 
confeſt , he has much improved them , and 
brought them to write what looks like ſenſe an 
Coherence. | | 
Anſw. We cannot wonder the Bp. ſhould 
ſpeak in the behalf of that Clergy being one 
of the number himſelf, and againſt the 
Quakers, whom he hath endeavoured to re- 
proach, and therefore, to be ſure, no com- 
petent Judg of cicher our Preaching or Writ- 
ings, for which reaſon we ſhall appeal from 
him to more competent and impartial 
Judges, in relation to both ; but this we * 
will ſay, that altho' the Qzaters were never 
againſt, but for true ſenſe and coherence in 
Preaching and Writing, yet we lay no ſuch 
ſtreſs or neceſſity upon the Learning, Arts, 
Parts, and Wiſdom of Men in doing either, 
as perhaps the Bp. doth; and he may re- 
member the. greateſt Truths, namely the 
holy Scriptures, are delivered in a Style 


| tured to the meaneſt capacities. Again that 


Learned Apoſtle Paul was ſo far from re- 
commending the Learning and wiſdom of 
—— : we. 
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Men, and excellency of Speech in preach- 
ing, &c. thar he borh oppoſes as well as 
diſeſteems and underyalues them from. be- 
ing cicther a means or furtherance to the 
work of the Lord. On the Contrary he 
exalts rhe weak, fooliſh and deſpiſed things of 
the World as more acceptable to God, ſec 
x Cer. I. 17. to 29. and has this ſame up 
again, Chap. 2. 13. thus, Which things we 
alſo ſpeak not in the words which Mans wiſdom 
teacheth. But which the holy Ghoſt teacheth, 
comparing Spiritual things with Spiritual. 
Here the Apoſile point blank oppoles Spi- 
ritualliry, and the reachings of the holy 
_ Ghoſt, ro the wiſdom and teachings of Men, 
contrary whereunto { as we have before 
obſerved ) the Bp. hath aſſerted, that Men 
may ftill be rermed Sprritual by outward 
Study and Learning. | 
But 3s to the Quakers, they are of the 
ſame mind with the Apoſtle, and are fo far 
from valuing the moſt excellent Preaching 
proceeding from ' the Arts, Parts;' Wiſdom, 
and Learning of this World without the Spi- 
rits Teaching, 'that they prefer far aboveand 
beyond it, a few plain mean words either 
trom Man or Woman, as proceeding from 
the- Motion of the Divine Spirit, and altho 
ſuch-ſpeech or words may teem very con- 
temptible in the eyes of the wiſe and learned 
Men of this World, in their #atural State, 
| yer 
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yet ſuch Preaching carries an evidence with. 
it to the exlightned underſtanding, far excel- 
ling the other, not only to illiterate perſons 
bur. to ſuch alſo, who have had the Arts 
and Literature of this World; whoſe under- 
ſtandings haye been opencd by the Divine 
Spirit ——And as to W. P. tho' we eſteem 
and Love him yer cis not barely either for 
his Parts or Learning, but for his Chriſtian 
fincerity towards God and his Truth. 

Again the Bp. ( p. 24. ) But the Bp. 
would willingly know of Mr. P. what there 
was in B. Wheddons holding Forth. after 
Mr. P. at Cork when he put his hat before 
his face and laughed, and whether ſhe be the 
only perſon from whom in their Aſſemblies he 
has often heard ſuch ſtuff. 

Anſw. Inthis ſtory as well as other things, 
relating perſonally ro W. P. the Bp. took 
care to let W P.be gone out of Europe before 
he publiſhed his Book: we ſuppoſe the Bp. 
don't pretend to give this ny from his 
own knowledg, how well then doth ic be- 
com the Bp. to write.ſuch ſtories upon. re- 
port, and is not that word holding Forth 
uſed in deriſfion. or ſcorn? but what ſtuff 2 
why did not the Bp.; tell us the ſuf 2 it he 
knew, and if he. did nor, he might with 
more credit: have been ſilent to the ſtory, 
while ,in thus doing he only demonſtrates 
his willing miad.ro bring any ſtory ( tho' 
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r be a lame one) in hopes to vilifie the 


. Quakers. But as' to the ſtory of W.P's. 


| laughing 'tis as improbable as frivolous, and 
which we no more believe, then that the 
late Bp. of Cork is now in China.-( 1. ) 
becauſe PV. P. is a Man. of a ſolid. carriage 
and grave Deportmentr, 'and,in his common 
cohverſation ſeldom if ever given to /augh- 
ter, -and not very often to ſmz/e. But 
that he ſhould /augh at whar was ſpoken in 
a meeting by a Woman of his own com- 
munion, and in a place too, where perhaps 
there were many ſcores if not hundreds of 
Auditors beſides Quakers. 

We ſay that he ſhould laugh under all 
thofe circumſtances is ſo ridiculouſly im- 
probable, that we ſhould think none will 
believe it, bur ſuch as will not disbelieve any 
ſtory whar ever againſt the Quakers. ( 2ly. ) 


We let the Bp. know whatever the Cuſtom -þ..::: 


of laughing be in his congregation we have no 
ſuch in o«rs ; and wholoever the Bp's. Spic 
or Informer was, we ſuppoſe him one who 
uſed to laugh in his own Church or elſe 
( to be ſure ) he would not have imagined 
WW. P. to laugh in our Meeting. But that 
I. P. might pull his hat before his eyes 
( while ſhe was ſpeaking ) may be pro- 
bable, it being very uſual for him ſo to do 
in our Meetings, which pethaps this Infor- 
mer obſerving, might imagin he __ 
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is the moſt charitable conſtruction we can 
pur upon. that improbable ſtory : Bur if this 


were not the caſe, : we then conclude it to 
be a wilful forgery to make-a ſtory to the 
Bp. whom the Informer might know was. 


ready enough to receive one againſt hins 
and the Quakers.

the maintainance for the Miniſtry ; and in- 
deed we find W: P. touched a tender place, 
while he treated upon this head, which is 


apparent by the Bp's. being greatly diſpleaf- _

ſaith the Bp. 4 Man will be firaygly tempted 
to an unlucky gueſs where that perſon ( mean- 
ing W. P. ) has taken in his Principles ( al- 
luding as we take ir to Popery. ) Again, 
the Bp. p. 26.

Anſw. The Bp's.. fear and Suſpition that 
IW. P. is cirher popiſbly or Athei/ticaly affect- 
ed proceeds from the ſame ground, and are

Apnſw: No, I. P. nor the (2uafers would 
not have the Miniſtry Beggers, nor yet ſome- 
what like Mendicant Friers, their begging 
way being nothing like the Apoſtles way of 
maintainance, 'and yer we would have tuch 
as have occaſion, to be flitisfied with Chri/f's 
free allowance, which was no other then free 
Gifts;and from the hands of ſuch too, as did 
receive them and their miniſtry ; ſee Marr. 
IO. 8, 9, IO, II, Iz, 13, I4, I5. And 
this maintainance we find the Apoſtles ex- 
cepted of, and were ſatisfied with, tho' it 
ſcems ſo far from pleaſing the Bp. that he 
makes it a temptation to pleaſe Men :

Now as to Popery, there 
would be little danger of that, becauſe if 
the Papiffs were ſure before hang to miſs of 
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the ſweet gain of Tythes, &c. they would 


no more trouble the Churches or People 
then the Bp's. Miniſtry, ſince they never 
fail, wherever they ger footing to promote 
Tythes, and are as much for upholding them, 
as the Bp. or his Miniſtry can be; confe- 
quently then the Churches would be as 
deſtirute of them as of the Bp's. Miniſtry, 
and therefore no danger of Popery. Next 
as to Irreligion and Barbarity ſoon enſuing. 
. Anſw. There would be as little danger 
thence, as of Popery, fiuce inſtead of Mex 
wade Miniſters, and ſuch whoſe prop and 
foundation is Tythes and forced maintainance, 
we might not doubt the good providence of 
God in ſending us Miniſters of his own mak- 
ing, who would preach freely as they had 
received the ſame, and in ſo doing would 
come wirh leſs ſuſpition of worldly and fini- 
ſter ends; while gain and advantage was no 
motive to their undertaking of that Office 
and the effets of ſuch-minifſrs preaching 
as theſe, no doubt would be far from intro- 
ducing Popery, Barbarity, or Irreligion, that 
in all probability People would generally 
and ſooner become better Chriſtians under 
ſuch a Miniſtry; then they now are under 
the Eſtabliſhr ones.
